That  alleged  to  have 
been  committed  by  Dr  L.  J,  C.  Desftiarais,  the  defendant's  agent,  to  prevent  Tov^saint 
and  Joseph  Turcotfe,  both  duly  qualified  electors,  from  voting  ;  2nd.  That  of  certain 
other  agents  of  the  defendant,  present  at  a  meeting  of  electors,  held  at  one  Fefix  MarteVs 
and  at  which  intoxicating  liquors  were  distributed  to  the  electors,  so  as  to  constitute  a 
case  of  "  general  treating  "  ; 

Considering  tiiiit  the  otlier  corrupt  practices  charged  against  the  defpudant  and  his 
agent  have  not  been  established  by  the  evidence  and  it  is  just  that  the  petitioner  should 
bear  the  costs  incurred  on  account  of  the  said  charges  not  proved  ; 
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Maintains  tlie  said  Election  Petition,  in  so  far  as  it  prays  for  the  setting  aside  of  the 
uaid  election ;  consequently  sets  aside  the  said  election  and  declares  that  the  defendant 
was  not  duly  elected  thereat,  and  condemns  him  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  said  petition 
and  trial  distraits  to  Messrs  Ouimet,  Camellier  it  Lajme^  attorneys  for  the  petitioner, 
except  the  costs  of  sununoning,  taxation,  shorthand  reporting  and  piinting  incurred 
in  connection  ^ith  the  examination  of  the  following  witnesses  by  the  Petitioner,  to 
wit  :  Raymond  Lajoie,  Hubert  Foryues^  Oscar  Trendylay^  Cyprien  ArrJianibatdf,  J.  B. 
Ftyreat  dit  Morin,  C^naire  Herhaux  dit  Delongchamps,  Mathiaa  Roch^  Jeait-Baptiste  Fouty^ 
Zephirin  TpJlier  dit  Lafortune,  Joseph  Arcliambavlt^  Sophie  Laiuierville^  Elizabeth 
Lachapf.lle,  Michel  Gibotdeau,  Cl^mence  R1idaum%  Joseph  Boxirgouin,  Damase  DupraSy 
Pierre  Regnierj  BSgis  GuUbaidt,  Nazaire  Regniery  Dainase  Dinelle  (first  deposition), 
Leon  Magnan,  Adelard  Blaivcliardy  Horace  Pnvdlumiiney  AlpJionse  Manseau,  Louis 
J&ernie  Martel  and  Cyriac  Chaput ;  which  said  costs  shall  be  payable  by  the  Petitioner 
who  shall,  moreover,  have  to  pay  the  taxation  and  cost  of  stenographic  reporting  of  the 
witnesses  whose  depositions  have  not  been  printed  at  the  end  of  his  factum. 

And  the  Court  condemns  the  Petitioner  to  pay  to  the  defendant  the  costs  of 
summoning,  of  taxation,  of  stenographic  reporting  and  printing  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  following  Witnesses  examined  by  the  defendant  to  disprove  the  charges  which 
are  not  maintained  by  the  present  judgment^  to  wit :  Pierre  ATtvahle  Archambeaulty

Cardinal,  and  by  offers  of  money  to  an  elector  named  LSon  Dtipuuf. 

IT.  By  Aime  Bourassa,  farmer,  of  the  parish  of  Laprnirie,  in  the  district  of  Montreal 
and  agent  of  Odilon  Goyette,  Esquire,  one  of  the  candidates  at  the  said  election  by  the 
offer  of  money  to  the  said  Leon  Dupuis  an  elector  of  the  said  Electoral  District.

The  Coui't,  after  having  heard  the  pleadings  and  counsel  of  the  parties  : — 
Firstly  on  the  merits  of  the  petition  praying  : 

1.  To  set  aside  the  election  of  the  Defendant  Goyette  as  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  the  county  of  Laprairie  ; 

2.  The  personal  disqualification  of  the  said  Defendant  and 

3.  The  disqualification  of  all  persons  found  guilty  of  corrupt  practices. 
Secondly,  on  the  merits  of  the  intervention  of  the   Honorable  Pierre  «7.  0.  Chan- 

vecn.  Returning  Officer,  for  the  said  election  ; 
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Also  on  the  merits  of  the  Incidental  mis-en-catcse  of  the  Honorable  Jamea  Mc- 
Shane  and  lastly  on  the  merits  of  the  Incidental  mis-en-catise  of  Aiine  Bovrassa  ; 

Having  examined  the  documents  by  the  said  parties  severally  filed  on  the  various 
issues,  having  examined  the  documents  of  record  and  the  evidence  adduced  and  delibe- 
rated ; 

Adjudicating  first  on  the  main  question  : 

Whereas  the  Petitioner  declared  at  the  hearing  of  this  case  that  he  a))andoned  that 
part  of  his  conclusions  praying  for  the  personal  disqualification  of  the  Defendant  and 
consequently  this  portion  of  the  petition  should  be  looked  upon  as  void  : 

Whereas  on  the  petition  to  set  aside  the  election  of  the  Defendant  it  was  alleged 
before  this  Court  : 

1.  That  the  articulation  of  facts  alleged  against  him  and  his  agents  was  irregular, 
on  account  of  the  vagueness,  uncertainty  and  generality  of  the  accusations  brought 
and  of  the  illegality  of  the  proof  adduced  on  account  of  the  irregularity  of  such  proceed- 
ings : 

2.  The  insufl[iciency  of  such  proof  (even  if  justified  by  articulation  of  facts)  on 
account  of  its  not  being  completed  by  a  regular  proof  of  the  holding  of  the  election  com- 
plained of  : 

Whereas,  without  acknowledging  that  the  Petitioner's  articulation  of  facts  is 
entirely  regular,  the  seventy-third  and  seventy-sixth  allegations  are,  however,  sufficiently 
clear  and  precise  according  to  law  and  the  rules  of  procedure  ;  whereas  the  Defendant 
was  therefore  regularly  put  in  default  to  answer  thereto  ;  they  are  now  legally  alleged 
against  him  and  that  therefore  the  proof  adduced  under  them  is  regular  and  legal  ; 

Whereas,  there  is  sufficient  proof  on  record  of  the  holcfing  of  the  election  complained 
of,  as  the  law  permits'  the  verbal  proof  of  this  fact,  referring  to  written  proof  as  a 
secondary  matter  and  only  to  give  the  documents  containing  it  the  force  oi  jyrima  facie 
evidence  when  produced ;  that  in  this  case  the  proof  was  so  made  by  witnesses  and  by  pro- 
ducing the  election  documents  and  is  sufficient  and  complete  ;  lastly  whereas  the  holding 
of  an  election  is  a  public  fact  which  the  courts  cannot  ignore  when  the  parties  them- 
selves do  not  specially  contest  it  ; 

Whereas,  there  is  conclusive  evidence  on  record,  of  offers  of  money  on  the  polling 
day,  by  Aiiti6  Bonrassa,  the  acknowledged  agent  of  the  Defendant,  to  Darnase  Emond 
and  Li^on  Dupiiis,  both  electors,  to  influence  their  votes,  namely  to  prevent  the  first  from 
voting  and  to  cause  the  second  to  vote  for  the  Defendant  ;  tlierefore  the  petition  to 
annul  such  election  is  justified  ; 

Whereas  the  Defendant  has  also  admitted,  by  a  declaration  filed  in  the  record  on 
the  twelfth  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  that  corrupt 
practices  had  been  resorted  to  without  his  knowledge  by  persons  who  were  his  agents  and 
whereas  the  proofs  of  such  facts  are  sufficient  ; 

Whereas,  under  the  circumstances,  the  reasons  alleged  by  the  Defendant  against  the 
petition  could  not  be  accepted  ; 

Dismisses  the  exceptions  and  pleas  of  the  said  Defendant  and  setii  aside  his  said 
election  of  the  said  thirtieth  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  ; 

And  condemns  the  Defendant  to  pay  the  costs  incurred  on  such  petition,  including 
the  costs  of  EnquHe  to  the  twelfth  December  inclusively,  and  the  costs  of  printing  the 
depositions  taken  up  to  that  date,  disfraits  to  Messrs.  Lacoste,  Olohensky^  Bisaillon, 
Brosseau  «fe  Lajoie,  attorneys  for  the  Petitioner,  but  condemns  the  Petitioner  to  all  costs 
of  Enquete  subsequent  to  such  date,  inclusive  of  the  printing  of  the  depositions  taken 
after  such  date,  distraits  to  Messrs.  Prefontaine  k  Lafontaine,  attorneys  for  Defendants. 

Adjudicating:,  secondly,  on  the  intervention  of  Honorable  Pierre  J.  0,  Chauveau, 
Returning  Officer  at  the  said  election. 

Whereas  the  Petitioner  has,  in  his  articulations  of  facts,  numbers  forty -nine  and  fifty, 
brought  serious  charges  against  the  said  retuming  officer,  which  that  official  could  not 
leave  unanswered,  and  on  account  of  which  he  was  consequently  justified  in  intervening 
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in  order  to  protect  himself,  in  view  of  section  twenty-nine  of  the  Controverted  Elections 
Act  of  1875, 

Whereas  tlie  Petitioner  has  adduced  no  evidence  in  support  of  his  allegations 
apfainst  the  said  intervening  party,  maintains  the  intervention  of  the  said  Chanv^au  and 
dismisses  the  said  allegations,  numbers  forty-nine  and  fifty,  of  the  Petitioner  against  him, 
with  costs  distraitH  in  favour  of  Mr.  Iloracp  Archamhault,  the  attoi'ney  of  the  interven- 
ing party. 

Thirdly  ;  Adjudicating,  thirdly,  upon  the  incidental  proceedings  relative  to  the  ptuty 
mis  en  cattse,  McShane, 

Whereas  during  the  enquete  on  the  main  issue,  the  evidence  having  established  that 
the  Honorable  Jarnes  McShane  had,  during  the  election,  infringed  the  provisions  of  the 
election  act  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  defendant,  committed  corrupt  practices,  punish- 
able by  law,  the  said  McShane  was  summoned  by  order  of  the  judge  presiding  at  the 
trial,  in  order  to  be  heard  upon  the  facts  so  brought  out  against  him  ; 

Whereas  the  said  McSJuvne  contested  the  said  summons : 

1.  By  a  dilatory  exception  claiming  that  he  could  not  be  compelled  to  answer  such 
summons  until  he  was  given  security  for  costs,  in  acciordance  with  section  three  of  the 
act  forty-six  Victoria,  chapter  two  ; 

2.  By  a  declinatory  exception  claiming  that  the  judge  presiding  at  the  trial  had  no 
power  to  order  his  being  brought  into  the  case,  such  power  being  vested  only  in  the 
Court  of  Review  ; 

3.  Finally  by  an  exception  to  the  form,  stating  that  the  writ  served  upon  him  was 
irregular,  as  it  contained  no  mention  of  the  complaint  made  against  him  :  that  the  peti- 
tion annexed  thereto  could  not  form  part  thereof  nor  be  certified  by  the  attorneys  for 
the  petitioner,  as  such  summons  could  only  emanate  from  the.  judge  and  not  from  the 
party  ;  finally  that  its  conclusions  were  not  sufficient  ; 

Whereas  the  security  asked  for  by  the  said  Mc^harifi  is  to  be  given  only  in  a  special 
prosecution  for  a  penalty  brought  by  a  private  individual,  but  such  provision  of  the  act 
forty-six  Victoria,  chapter  two,  does  not  apply  to  the  incidental  proceedings  ordered  in 
the  case  by  the  judge  presiding  at  the  trial. 

Dismisses  the  dilatory  exception  of  the  said  McSkait^. 

Whereas  section  two  hundred  and  seventy  two  of  th3  Election  A.^t  of  1875  gives 
the  judge,  as  well  as  the  court,  the  power  of  orderin^^thesummoninnrof  the  person  against 
whom  facts  are  proved  which  constitute  a  violation  of  such  act  ;  whereas  such* provision 
can  have  its  full  effect  only  if  applied  at  the  v^vy  moment  \v\\q\\  tii.3  evidence  is  adduced 
befoi-e  the  judge  presiding  at  the  trial  and  b^iore  the  (ia^e  is  submitted  to  the  Court  of 
Review  : 

Dismisses  the  declinatory  exception  of  the  said  }frSJuine. 

Whereas  no  special  form  of  proceeding  is  re^iaired  under  our  law  ;  wiiereis  it  is 
sufficient  that  the  party  summoned  should  be  sufficiently  enlightened  as  to  the  demand 
or  complaint  made  against  him  an  1,  in  tlie  present  Cius 3,  it  appears  thit  tho  piv^^l  ling 
judge  took  charge  of  the  petition,  exiling  to  his  attention  tlie  facts  charged  against  the 
party  mia  en  ccr.ise  and  ordorai  tho  latt3r  to  be  .•.:.i:nn>n3l  to  aiisw.j:- 1)  t'le  facts,  as  set 
forth  in  the  petition,  afterwards  annexed  to  tlie  writ  of  summons  ; 

Whei-eas  such  proceeding  is  sufficient  and  constitutes  a  regular  summons,  as  reqaired 
by  the  Election  Act,  which  merely  requires  the  party  accused  to  03  put  in  default  to 
answer  what  is  alleged  against  liim  ; 

Dismisses  the  exception  to  the  form  of  the  said  party  7nis  en  cause 

And  adjudicating  upon  the  merits  — 

Whereas  the  party  mU  en  cat/^^  is  accused  : 

1.  Of  having  given,  th/)'igh  /i  fKriSfta,  an  am  >'int  of  tsn  dollars  to  Dznii^vt  Bmond, 
an  elector,  to  induce  hitn  to  abstain  from  voting  at  such  election  , 

2.  Of  havinr;  threatened  one  Carmd^  one  L%m%rre  and  one  Laplanie^dM  electors  and 
emploved  by  tho  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada^  with  the  loss  of  their  situa- 
tions if  they  did  not  vote  for  the  defendant; 
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3.  Of  having,  jointly,  with  one  Bourassa^  offered  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  Leon  Dii- 
puis,  an  elector,  to  induce  him  to  vote  for  the  defendant ; 

Whereas,  on  the  first  of  tlie  above  three  charges,  to  wit :  that  relating  to  Damage 
Eniondj  the  witness  Aimc  Bourassa  was  examined  irregularly  at  a  date  wliich  was  not 
specified  for  such  examination  on  the  mis  eit  cause,  without  notice  having  been  given  to 
the  said  party  mis  en  cause  and  without  tlie  latter  being  duly  represented  in  court  and, 
^under  the  circumstances,  this  evidence  should  be  rejected  and  considered  as  null ; 

Whereas,  without  tlie  deposition  of  the  said  Bourassa  the  evidence  on  such  first  case 
is  insutiicient  to  support  the  charge  as  brought  ; 

\N^liereas,  as  regards  the  threats  of  loss  of  situation  made  to  the  employees  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  tlie  evidence  establishes  conclusively  that 
such  a  threat  w  as  made  to  the  said  Cannel  but  not  to  LajtJante  or  Lamarre  ; 

Whereas  it  has  also  been  proved  that  the  paHy  mis  en  cause  offered,  jointly  witli 
Bourassa,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  Leo7i  Dnpuis,  an  elector,  to  induce  him  to  vote  for 
the  defendant  ; 

Whereas  these  two  acts  constitute  corrupt  practices,  as  provided  by  law,  and  are 
each  punishable  by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollai-s ;  in  view  of  sections  two  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  sub-section  ono,  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  and  two  hundred  .'uid  fifty-eiglit, 
sub-si^ction  one  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Election  Act  of  1875  ; 

Declares  that  the  party  mis  en  cause,  McShnne,  has  l>een  guilty  of  corrupt  practices 
at  the  said  election  and  condemns  him  to  pay  to  Her  Majesty  to  form  part  of  the  Cor.so- 
lidated  Revenue  Fund  of  this  Province  : 

1.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  undue  influence  by  him  exercised  by  the 
threiit  made  to  the  said  CarmeJ,  and 

2.  A  farther  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  on  account  of  the  offer  of  money  by  liim 
made  to  L^on  Dupuis  ; 

Fourthly,  and  finally,  adjudicating  upon  the  incidental  proceeding  relative  to  the 
party  uns  pu  cause  A  im^.  Bourassa  ; 

Whereas  upon  the  admissions  made  by  the  said  Bourassa,  when  examined  as  a 
witne.s>  on  the  main  issue,  he  was  summoned  to  answer  to  the  following  facts  resulting 
from  his  said  evidence  : 

1.  Of  having  threatened  the  said  Carmel,  Lalnarre  and  La.p}(i,nic,  electors,  employed 
))y  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Cana^ia,  with  the  loss  of  thoir  situations  if 
they  did  not  vote  for  the  Defendant  ; 

2.  Of  having  given  ten  dollars  to  Damase  Emond,  an  elector,  to  induce  him  to 
abstain  from  voting  ; 

;>.  Of  having,  together  with  McShane,  tendeied  One  dollar  to  Leoji  Duimls,  to 
induc;e  him  to  vote  for  the  Defendant  ; 

\\  liereas  the  party  mis  en  cause  has  pleaded  In  opposition  to  the  summons  to  him 
made,  the  same  dilatory  and  declinatory  exceptions  and  exception  to  the  form  as  tlie 
othfM'  party  McShaup  and  hereinabo^e  set  forth,  alleging  the  same  reasons  in  support 
tUe?e«»f  ; 

Whereas  tl>e  said  Bnuras-sa  has  further  pleaded  : 

1.  That  he  had  been  unlawfully  sunimoned,  there  being  no  evidence  in  the  record 
against  him  ;  whereiis  his  admission  made  under  the  protection  of  the  Court  could  not  be 
made  u^  '  of  and  should  bo  set  aside  in  consequence  of  the  i>roceedings  against  him  ; 

li.  That  he  had  already  undergone  his  trial  l)efore  the  Police  Magistrat<"  and, 
moivovt-i-,  a  penal  action  was  still  pending  against  him  before  the  Superior  Court  and 
ho  could  not  therefore  be  again  brought  up  for  the  same  matter  ; 

,'5.   Finally  he  denies  generally  all  the  charge.-)  brought  against  him   ; 

Setting  aside  the  dilatory  and  declinatory  e.Mc?ptions  and  th?  exception  to  tfie  form 
of  the  said  Bnitrass^i  for  the  rearons  above  set  foith  ; 

And  adjudicating  upon  the  other  points  in  the  case  ; 
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Whereas,  although  the  protection  granted  by  law  to  t}ie  witness,  who  is  compelled  to 
give  an  answer  wliicli  incriminates  him,  has  the  effect  of  preventing  such  answer  to  be 
used  afterwards  to  obtain  his  condemnation,  it  cannot  be  so  extended  as  to  remove  such 
witness  from  the  effect  of  the  summons  justified  by  the  act  admitted,  provided  tHe  proof 
of  sucli  fact  comes  from  another  source  ; 

Whereas,  consequently,  the  said  Bourassa  has  been  duly  summoned  ; 

Whereas,  however,  there  is  no  evid3uco  of  record  that  the  said  Bourassa  threatened 
the  said  Cartnel,  Lamarre  and  Laplantc  with  the  loss  of  their  situation  if  they  voted  for 
the  defendant  ; 

Whereas,  moreover,  it  appe^irs  by  the  documents  on  record  and  the  evidence,  that 
the  said  Bmiraasa  has  already  undergone  a  trial  before  tho  Police  Magistrate  in  Montreal 
for  having  given  ten  dollars  to  Bmond,  and  in  virtue  of  section  ten  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  of  the  Election  Act  of  1875  no  penalty  can  be  now  imposed  on  him  for  the  same  act ; 

Whereas  the  penal  action  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  applies  only  to  the  same 
act  respecting  Emond  ^lich  is  already  covered  by  the  prosecution  before  the  Magistrate  ; 

Whereas,  however,  without  regard  to  the  admission  of  the  said  Bourassa  on  this 
point,  it  is  proved  by  other  evidence  that  the  said  Bouraasa  did,  during  the  aforesaid 
election,  jointly  with  the  said  AfcShane,  offer  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  Leon  Dupicii,  an 
elector,  to  induce  him  to  vote  for  the  defendant  ; 

Wliereas,  this  act  constitutes  a  corrupt  practice  punishable  by  a  fine  of  two  hundred 
dollars  ;  in  view  of  section  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  Election  Act  of  1875  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  also  proved  that  the  said  Bourassa  was  an  acknowledged  agent 
of  the  defendant  ;  whereas  the  acts  in  connection  with  the  said  L<^07i  DupnU  are  of 
those  which  justify  the  setting  aside  of  the  election  of  the  said  defendant  and,  in  such 
case,  the  guilty  agent  has  to  be  condemned  to  pay,  jointly  and  severally  with  the 
defendant,  the  costs  allowed  the  Petitioner  ; 

Tn  view  of  section  three  of  the  act  thirty  nine  Victoria,  chapter  fourteen  ; 

Setting  aside  the  answers  of  the  .said  Bourassa  by  him  pleaded,  in  addition  to  his 
preliminary  exceptions  ; 

Declares  the  said  Bourassa  guilty  of  corrupt  practices  at  the  said  election  and 
condemns  him  to  pay  to  Her  Majesty,  to  form  part  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
the  Province,  the  sum  of  two  hundre  i  dollars,  on  account  of  the  offer  of  money  by  him 
made  to  L^on  Dupuis,  and,  in  view  of  his  capacity  as  agent  of  the  Defendant,  condemns 
lijm,  jointly  and  severally  with  the  said  Defendant,  to  pay  the  costs  allowed  the  Plaintiff, 
as  set  forth  in  the  judgment  on  the  main  issue.

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Henri  Bnitielle  Tourigny,  Esquire,  Member  for  the  Electoral  District  of  J^icolet, 
and  the  Honorable  William  Ehodes^  Member  for  the  Electoral  District  of  Megantic, 
having  previously  taken  the  Oath,  according  to  law,  and  subscribed  before  tlie  Commis- 
sioners the  Roll  containing  the  same,  took  their  seats  in  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier,  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  respecting 
the  Administration  of  Oaths  of  Office. 

He  accordingly  pre.seutdd  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received  and 
read  for  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Honor  the  Adminis- 
trator of  the  Province,  this  day,  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  His  Honor  was 
pleased  to  make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  of  which  Mr. 
Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent  mistakes,  obtained  a  copy,  which  ho  iJiad  to  the  House, 
as  followeth  : 

Honorable  Gentletnen  of  the  Legislative  Council^ 

Genilnnen  ofth^  Legislative  Assemhhj. 

I  am  certain  that  I  but  give  expression  to  your  sentiments  and  those  of  the  people 
of  this  Province,  in  stating  that  we  regret  the  absence,  on  this  occasion,  through  illness, 
of  the  Head  of  the  Executive,  and  that  we  all  sincerely  desire  to  see  him  soon  restored 
to  liealth  and  to  the  office  which  he  so  worthily  fills. 

Reasons  of  a  special  nature  have  delayed  the  conversion  of  the  consolidated  debt  of 
tlie  Province,  authorized  by  you  last  session,  but  my  Government  still  expects  to  carry 
out  this  financial  transaction,  which  will  enable  it  to  devote  large  sums  of  money  towards 
pj'omoting  the  interests  of  Public  Instruction,  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

Tlie  act  amending  the  law  respecting  district  magistrates,  assented  to  on  the  12th 
July  last,  having  been  disallowed  by  the  Federal  authorities  without  their  having 
appointed  the  additional  judges  ordered  by  this  Legislature,  my  Covernment  was  com- 
pelled to  put  iiito  force,  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  the  old  laws  respecting  district  magis- 
trates ;  with  a  view  of  stopping  the  ever-increasing  accumulation  of  judicial  business  in 
the  metropolis  of  the  country.  You  will  be  again  asked  to  enact  the  same  law,  with 
certiiin  modifications,  rendered  necessary  by  circumstances,  so  as  to  put  an  end  to  the 
difficulties  in  the  administration  of  Justice  in  Montreal  and  to  assert  the  rights  of  this 
Legislature.  The  correspondence  in  connection  with  the  disavowal  will  be  submitted  to 
you. 

The  Federal  Government  ha\-ing  raised  doubts  as  to  the  right  of  this  Province  to 
the  ownership  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  Crown  Lands  called  "  beach-lots,  "  my  Govern- 
ment deemed  it  necessary  to  p?'otest  energetically  against  such  an  encroachment,  which, 
if  successful,  would  be  disastrous  in  its  results.  The  memorandum  sent  to  the  Federal 
authorities  on  this  subject  will  be  submitted  to  you,  together  with  the  other  documents 
connected  therewith. 

The  Federal  authorities,  having  been  consulted  by  my  Government,  have  informed 
it  that  they  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  disallowing  the  act  of  list  session, 
confirming  the  settlement  made  in  connection  with  the  property  known  as  the  Jesuits' 
Estates,  and  consequently,  the  carrying  out  of  the  principal  provisions  of  that  act  has 
remained  and  will  remain  suspended  until  the  expiration  of  the  delay  within  which  the  ^ 
disavowal  might  take  place. 

In  accordance  with  the  desire  of  this  Legislature,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Colonization  has  Ijeen  entrusted  to  a  practical  agriculturalist,  which  will,  I  trust 
assure  the  signal  success  of  these  two  great  national  undertakings,  and  you  have,  doub  - 
less,  learned,  with  pleasure,  that,  by  this  arrangement,  an  important  department  is  con- 
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fided  to  a  representative  of  the  minority  in  chis  Province  in  the  person  of  a  Member 
from  the  EcLStern  Towiiships.  You  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
conferring  special  and  honorary  rewards  for  agricultural  merit,  so  n&  to  excite  a  noble 
and  legitimate  emulation  amongst  our  farming  population. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Province  camein  to  force,  by  proclamation,  on  the  first 
of  January  instant,  and  the  distribution  is  being  made  with  all  due  diligence. 

Efficient  measures  have  l^een  taken  to  ensure  the  collection  of  the  moneys  due  to 
the  Province  and  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  License  Act. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  appropriations  which  you  voted  to  railway  compai\ies,  the 
work  of  construction  on  a, certain  number  of  these  roads  has  been  energetically  carried 
on  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  some  of  them  have  been  completed 
and  are  already  in  full  operation.  The  aid  granted  last  session  to  the  Queb^^c  Railway 
Bridge  Company  was,  by  order  in  council,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  promoters  of 
that  important  undertaking,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  law. 

My  Government  endeavored,  under  the  authority  of  the  act  tifty-one  and  fifty-two 
Victoria,  Chapter  twelve,  to  appoint  arbitrators  to  whom  would  have  been  referred 
such  of  the  questions  which  the  Governments  of  0/7./ario  and  Quebec  would  have  mutually 
agreed  to  submit.  After  certain  interviews  and  correspondence,  tlie  two  (governments 
could  not  agree,  my  Government  insisting  upon  submitting  only  the  (juestions  connect- 
ed with  the  School  lands  fund  and  the  Government  of  Ontario  insisting  upon  adding 
others.  There  is,  however,  reason  to  hope  that  the  difficulty  will  be  settled  shortly,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  lK)th  Provinces. 

Gentleman  of  the  Legislative  Assembly^ 

The  public  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year,  ended  the  30th  June  last,  will  be  laid  before 
you  without  delay,  as  well  as  the  Supplementary  Estimates  for  this  year  and  the  Esti- 
mates for  the  fiscal  year  1 889-90. 

You  will  observe  with  satisfaction  that  the  hope  expressed  with  reference  to  there 
being  a  considerable  surplus  for  the  past  year  (1887-88),  has  been  re^ilized  and  that 
every  possible  economy  has  been  observed  in  the  ordinary  expenditure. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  ths  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Leghdative  Assembly, 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  promise  made  last  session,  a  bill  will  be  submitted  to  you 
for  as  equitable  a  settlement  as  possible  of  the  question  of  the  exemption  from  taxes  of 
certain  property  held  for  religious,  educational  or  charitable  purposes. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  amendments  to  the  act,  passed  in  1885,  respect- 
ing lunatic  asylums,  in  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  study  that  important  question,  and  with  a  view 
of  removing  the  feeling  of  uneasiness  caused  by  that  act. 

Several  other  bills  will  also  be  submitted  to  you,  amongSt  others,  in  connection 
with  the  Quebec  Controverted  Elections  Act,  the  Mining  Act  and  the  License  Act. 

I  have  every  confidence  that  you  will  give  all  the  necessary  attention  to  these 
important  matters  and  I  pray  Divine  Providence  to  bless  your  labors. 


On  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.   Shehyn, 
Ordered,  That  the  Speech  of  His  Honor  the  Administrator  of  the  Province  to  both 
Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  be  Uvken  into  consideration  to-morrow. 
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Resolved^  That  Select  Standing  Committees  of  this  House,  for  the  present  Session, 
be  appointed  for  the  following  purposes  : 

1.  On  Privileges  and  Elections.  2.  On  Standing  Orders.  3.  On  Railways,  Canals, 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  Lines,  and  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Corpoiations.  4.  On 
Miscellaneous  Private  Bills.  5.  On  Legislation  and  Expiring  Laws.  6.  On  Public 
Accounts.  7.  On  Agriculture,  Immigration  and  Colonization.  8.  On  the  vjirious 
Industries  of  this  Province  ;  which  said  Committees  shall  severally  be  empowered  to 
examine  and  inquire  into  all  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House  ;  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  their  observations  and  opinions  thereon  ;  with 
power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow.

Mr.  Speaker  communicated  to  the  House  a  report  of  the  Librarian  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  Parliament,  which  is  as 
followeth  : 

To  the  Honorable

of  the  Province  of  Quebec . 

The  Librarian  of  the  Legislature  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  : 

The  Provincial  Library  has  been  considerably  increased  since  last  session  and  the 
unfortunate  loss  caused  by  the  fire  in  1883,  is  almost  repaired. 

I  have  purchased  1773  volumes  of  all  kinds,  both  lengthy  works  and  small  pam- 
phletvS. 

Tlie  Government  has  just  purchased  the  valuable  library  of  the  late  Judge  Polettf, 
a  splendid  collection  of  1900  law  books  :  English  Law,  Roman  Law,  Civ?l,  Ecclesias- 
tical, Commercial,  International,  Administrative,  Seigniorial  Law,  ttc,  works  on  Pro- 
cedure.  Statutes  and  Law  Reports. 

These  books  are  in  perfect  order  and  very  well  bound.  They  will  be  placed  on  the 
shelves  in  a  few  days. 

Your  Law  Library  is  undoubtedly  the  finest  in  tlie  Dominion. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  of  your  Library  is  29,t528. 

The  extraordinary  inconvenience  of  having  a  public  office  in  the  Librnry  will  l)e 
removed  after  the  session  and  the  existence  of  this  anomaly  is  doubtless  due  to  a  misun- 
dei-standing. 

The  number  of  persons  who  frequent  the  Library  and  borrow  ijooks  is  786,  apart 
from  the  Honorable  Membei*s  of  lx>th  Houses.  The  two  clerks,  wlio  assist  vw  are  conse- 
quently not  idle  and  I  am  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  their  merits. 
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It  is  difficult  to  refuse  access  to  the  Library  to  those  who  wish  to  study  and  learn, 
and  the  Honorable  Speakers  of  both  Houses  desii^,  without  doubt,  that  we  should  not  do 
so,  as  long  as  we  can  keep  up  with  the  work. 

The  books  ai-e,  as  a  rule,  punctually  returned  ;  however  some  persons  persist  in 
keeping  for  a  long  time  and.  to  the  detriment  of  others,  valuable  books  which  can  no 
longer  be  procured,  such,  for  instance  as  Knox^ %  Journal. 

We  have  received  338  volumes  as  gifts  or  exchanges.  Through  the  intermediary 
of  the  Premier's  secretary  I  was  enabled  to  obtain  from  the  Maritime  Provinces,  Journals 
and  Statutes  which  I  liave  on  several  previous  occasions  asked  for  in  vain.

Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  delivered  by  His  Honor  the  Administrator  of  the 
Province  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  ; 

Tlie  House  proceeded  accordingly  to  take  the  said  Speech  into  consideration. 

Mr.  Boytr  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  de  G'roshow,  and  the  Question  being  proposed, 
That  an  humble  Address  l)e  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  thanking 
him  for  his  gracious  Speech  delivered  by  His  Honor  the  Administrator  of  tlie  Province, 
upon  the  opening  of  the  third  Session  of  the  sixth  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  assuring  His  Honor. 

L  That  His  Honor  the  Administrator  but  gave  expression  to  our  sentiments 
and  those  of  the  people  of  this  Province,  in  stating  that  we  regret  the  absence,  on  this 
occasion,  through  illness,  of  the  Head  of  the  Executive  and  that  we  all  sincerely  desire 
to  see  him  soon  restored  to  liealtli  and  to  the  office  which  he  so  worthily  iills. 

2.  That  we  learn  with  interest  from  His  Honor  that,  although  reasons  of  a  special 
nature  have  delayed  the  conversion  of  the  consolidated  debt  of  the  Province  authorized 
by  us  last  session,  the  Government  still  expects  to  carry  out  this  financial  transaction, 
which  will  enable  it  to  devote  large  sums  of  money  towards  promoting  the  interests  of 
Public  Instruction,  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

3.  That  we  further  learn  with  interest  from  His  Honor,  that  the  act  amending  the 
law  respecting  district  magistrates,  assented  to  on  the  12th  of  July  last,  having  been 
disallowed  by  the  Federal  authorities,  without  their  having  appointed  the  additional 
judges  ordered  by  this  Legislature,  the  Government  was  compelled  to  put  into  force,  in 
the  city  of  Jlo^itreai,  the  old  laws  respecting  district  magistrates,  with  a  view  of  stopping 
the  ever-increasing  accunmlation  of  judicial  business  in  the  metropolis  of  the  country  ; 

That  we  will  give  every  attention  to  any  measure  which  we  may  be  asked  to  con- 
sider with  a  view  of  enacting  tlie  same  law  with  certain  moditications  rendered  necessaiy 
by  circumstances,  so  as  to  put  an  end  to  the  difficulties  in  the  administration  of  justice 
in  Montreal  and  to  assert  the  rights  of  this  Legislature  ; 

That  we  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  correspondence  in  connection  with  the 
disavowal  will  be  submitted  to  us. 

4.  Tliat  we  learn  with  satisfaction  from  His  Honor  that  the  Federal  Government 
having  raised  doubts  as  to  the  right  of  this  Province  to  the  ownership  of  that  portion  of 
the  Crown  Lands  calle<l  "  beach-lots,"  the  Government  of  this  Province  deemed  it  neces- 
sary to  protest  energetically  against  such  an  encroachment,  which,  if  successful,  would 
be  disa.strouB  in  its  results,  and  that  the  memorandum  sent  to  t^c  Federal  authorities  on 
this  subject  will  be  submitted  to  us,  together  with  the  ollnji*  documents  connected 
therewith. 

5.  That  we  learn  with  interest  from  His  Honor  that  the  Federal  authorities,  having 
l)een  consulted  by  the  Government,  informed  it  that  they  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  disallowing  the  act  of  last  session  confirming  the  settlement  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  property  known  as  the  Jesuits'  Estates,  and  that,  consequently,  the  carrying 
out  of  the  principal  provisions  of  that  act  has  remained  and  will  remain  suspended  until 
the  expiration  of  the  delay  within  which  the  disavowal  might  take  place. 

6.  That  we  learn  with  pleasure  from  His  Honor  that,  in  accordance  with  the  desire 
of  this  Legislature,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Colonization  has  been  entrusted 
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to  a  practical  agriculturalist  ;  which  we,  with  His  Honor,  trust  will  assure  the  signal 
success  of  these  two  great  national  undertakings,  and  that  we  have  learnt  with  pleasure, 
that,  by  this  arrangement,  an  important  department  is  confided  to  a  representative  of 
the  minority  in  this  Province  in  the  person  of  a  Member  from  the  Eastern  Townships. 

That  we  are  pleased  to  learn  from  His  Honor,  that  we  will  be  called  upon  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  conferring  special  and  honorary  rewards  for  agricultural  merit  so  as 
to  excite  a  noble  and  legitimate  emulation  amongst  our  farming  population. 

7.  That  we  are  pleased  to  learn  from  His  Honor,  that  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this 
Province  came  into  force  by  proclamation  on  the  lirst  of  January  instant,  and  that  the 
distribution  is  being  made  with  all  due  diligence. 

8.  That  we  learn  with  satisfaction  from  His  Honor,  thatefficient  measures  have  been 
taken  to  ensure  the  collection  of  the  moneys  due  to  the  Province  and  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  License  Act. 

9.  That  we  are  happy  to  learn  from  His  Honor  that,  as  a  result  of  the  new  appro- 
priations which  we  voted  to  railway  companies,  the  work  of  construction  on  a  ceii^in 
number  of  these  roads  lias  been  energetically  carried  on,  and  that  some  of  them  have 
been  completed  and  are  already  in  full  operation. 

10.  That  we  learn  with  satisfaction  from  His  Honor,  that  the  aid  granted  last  session 
to  the  Quebec  Railway  Bridge  Company  was,  by  order  in  council,  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  promoters  of  that  important  undertaking,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed 
by  law. 

11.  That  we  leani  with  satisfaction  from  His  Honor,  that  the  Government  endea- 
vored, under  the  authority  of  the  act  51-52  Victoria,  chapter  12,  to  appoint  arbitrators 
to  whom  should  have  been  referred  such  of  tlie  questions  which  the  Government  of 
OntaHo  and  Quebec  mutually  agreed  to  submit ;  and  we  learn  with  pleasure  that  although 
th#  two  Governments  could  not  agree,  after  certain  interviews  and  correspondence,  the 
Government  of  this  Province  insisting  upon  submitting  only  the  questions  connected 
with  the  School  fund  and  the  Government  of  Ontario  insisting  upon  adding  others,  there 
is  still,  however,  reason  to  hope  that  the  difficulty  will  be  settled  shortly,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  both  Provinces. 

12.  That  we  are  pleased  to  learn  from  His  Honor,  that  the  public  accounts  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  the  30th  June  last  will  be  laid  before  us  without  delay,  as  well  as  the 
Supplementary  Estimates  for  this  year  and  the  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1889-90  ; 
and  that  we  are  none  the  less  pleased  to  learn,  that  we  will  be  able  to  observe  that  the 
hope  expressed  with  reference  to  there  being  a  considerable  surplus  for  the  past  year 
(1887-88),  has  been  realized  and  that  every  possible  economy  has  been  observed  in  the 
ordinary  expenditure. 

13.  That  we  learn  with  pleasure  from  His  Honor  that,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
promise  nuule  last  session,  a  bill  will  be  submitted  to  us  for  as  equitable  a  settlement  as 
possible  of  the  question  of  the  exemption  from  taxes  of  certain  property  held  for  religious, 
educational  or  charitable  purposes. 

14.  That  we  will  carefully  consider  any  amendments  to  the  act  passed  in  1885 
resptfcting  lunatic  asylums,  which  will  be  submitted  to  us,  in  accordance  with  some  of  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  study  that 
important  (juestion,  and  with  a  view  of  removing  the  feeling  of  uneasiness  caused  by 
that  act. 

15.  That  we  learn  with  interest  from  His  Honor,  that  several  other  bills  will  also  be 
submitted  to  us,  amongst  others,  bills  in  connection  with  the  Quebec  Controverted  Elec- 
tions Act,  the  Mining  Act  and  the  License  Act. 

16.  That  His  Honor  may  have  every  confidence  that,  we  will  give  all  the  necessary 
attention  to  these  important  matters,  and  we,  with  His  Honor,  pray  Divine  Providence 
to  bless  our  Labors. 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon  ;

We  are  pleased  to  learn  from  Your  Honor,  that  we  will  be  called  upon  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  conferring  special  and  honorary  rewards  for  agricultural  merit  so  as 
to  excite  a  noble  and  legitimate  emulation  amongst  our  farming  population. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  from  Your  Honor,  that  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Piovince 
came  into  force  by  proclamation  on  thetiretof  January  instant,  and  that  the  distribution 
is  being  made  with  all  due  diligence. 

We  learn  with  s{itisfactio:i  from  Your  Honor,  that  efficient  measures  have  been  taken 
to  ensure  the  collection  of  ths  moneys  due  to  the  Province  and  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  Licence  Act. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  from  Your  Honor,  that  as  a  result  of  the  now  appiK)priatii)ns 
which  we  voted  to  railway  companies,  the  work  of  construction  on  a  certain  number  of 
these  roads  has  been  energetically  carried  on,  and  that  some  of  them  have  been  completed 
and  are  already  in  full  operation. 

We  leiirn  with  satisfaction  from  Your  Honor,  that  the  aid  granted  last  session  to  the 
Quebec  Railway  Bridge  Company  was,  by  order  in  council,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
promotei-s  of  that  important  undertaking,  under  the  terras  and  conditions  imposed  by 
law. 

Wo  learn  with  satirifaction  from  Your  Honor,  that  the  Government  endeavored, 
under  the  authority  of  the  act  51-52  Victoria,  chapter  12,  to  appoint  arbitrators  to  whom 
should  have  been  referred  such  of  the  questions  which  the  Governments  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  mutually  agreed  to  submit ;  and  we  learn,  with  pleasure,  that  although  the  two 
Governments  could  not  agree,  after  certain  interviews  and  correspondence,  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Province  insisting  upon  submitting  only  the  questions  connected  with  the 
School  fund  and  the  Government  of  Ontario  insisting  upon  adding  others,  there  is  still, 
however,  reason  to  hope  tliat  the  difficulty  will  be  settled  shortly,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
l)oth  Provinces. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  from  Your  Honor,  that  the  public  accounts  for  the  liscal 
year,  ended  the  30th  June  last,  will  be  laid  before  us  without  delay,  as  well  as  the  Sup- 
plementiiry  Estimates  for  tliis  year  and  the  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1889-90  ;  and 
we  are  none  the  less  pleased  to  learn  that  v/o  will  be  able  to  observe  that  the  hope 
expressed  with  reference  to  tliere  being  a  considerable  surplus  for  the  past  year  (1887- 
88),  has  been  realized  and  that  every  possible  economy  has  been  observed  in  the  ordinary 
expenditure. 

We  learn,  with  pleasui-e,  from  Your  Honor  that,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  promise 
made  last  session,  a  bill  will  be  submitted  to  us  for  as  equitable  a  settlement  as  possible  of 
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the  question  of  the  exemption  from  taxes  of  certain  property  held  for  religious,  educa- 
tional or  charitable  purposes. 

We  will  carefully  consider  any  amendments  to  the  act  passed  in  1885  respecting 
lunatic  asylums,  which  will  be  submitted  to  us,  in  accordance  with  some  of  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  report  of  the  commission  appointed  to  study  that  important 
question,  and  with  a  view  of  removing  the  feeling  of  uneasiness  caused  by  thri  act. 

We  learn  with  interest  from  Your  Honor  that  several  other  bills  will  also  be  sub- 
mitted to  us,  amongst  others,  bills  in  connection  with  the  Quebec  Controverted  Elections 
Act,  the  Mining  Act  and  the  License  Act. 

Your  Honor  may  have  every  confidence  that  we  will  give  all  the  necessary  attention 
to  these  important  matters,  and  we,  with  Your  Honor,  pray  Divine  Providence  to  bless 
our  labors. 

The  said  Address  being  read  a  second  time,  was  agreed  to.

Whereas  to  remedy  this  state  of  things  and  in  the  interest  of  the  administration  of 
justice  it  has  become  necesssary  to  establish  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  for  the  judicial 
district  of  Montreal,  a  Magistrates'  Court,  before  which  may  be  brought  all  tjie  cases, 
prooeedinfi:s,  matters  and  things  which  are  now  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit 
Court  sitting  in  the  district  of  Montreal,  be  it  therefore  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  two  District  Magistrates  may  l)e  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant* 
Governor  in  Council,  with  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  each  per  annum,  to  preside 
over  a  court  in  the  city  of  Montreal  called  the  "Magistrates'  Court  of  the  District  of 
Montreal,"  with  ultimate  jurisdiction  over  the  foUoNving  matters  : 

1.  All  suits  wherein  the  amount  or  the  value  of  the  thing  demanded  is  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  saving  such  cases  as  fall  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Vice-Admiralty,  suits  in  matters  of  petition  of  right,  and  all  suits  for  fees  of  office, 
duties,  rents,  revenues  or  sums  of  money  payable  to  the  Crown  or  which  relate  to  any 
title  to  lands  or  tenements,  to  annual  rents  or  such  like  matters  whereby  rights  in  future 
may  be  bound. 
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2.  All  suits  for  school-taxes  or  school-fees,  and  all  suits  concerning  assessments 
for  the  building  or  repairing  of  churches,  parsonages  and  churchyards,  whatever  may 
be  the  amount  of  such  suits. 

3.  All  suits  for  the  i*ecovery  of  rates,  taxes,  assessments,  penalties,  damages,  or 
sums  of  money  whatever,  due  or  payable  in  virtue  of  the  Municipal  Code,  or  in  virtue 
of  any  special  municipal  act  of  incorporation,  or  in  virtue  of  any  by-laws  or  regulations 
made  under  the  authority  of  such  acts,  or  under  the  laws  repecting  abuses  prejudicial 
to  agriculture  ; 

4.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  incurred,  and  of  sums  due  to  the  treasury 
of  this  Province  under  the  license  law. 

Resolved^  2.  That  the  I^ieu tenant-Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  the 
said  Magistrates'  Court  of  the  District  of  MmUreal,  with  a  salary  not  exceeding  fourteen 
hundred  dollars,  and  also  all  other  officers  and,  employees  required  for  the  despatch  of  the 
business  before  such  Court  and  fix  the  salaries  thereof. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  the 
building  necessar^y  for  the  holding  of  such  District  Magistrates'  Court  and  of  the  office.^ 
of  the  officers  thereof,  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.

Whereas  to  remedy  this  state  of  things  and  in  the  interest  of  tlie  administration  of 
justice  it  has  become  necessary  to  establish  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  for  the  judicial 
district  oi  Montreal,  a  Magistrates'  Court,  before  which  may  be  brought  all  the  cases, 
proceedings,  matters  and  things  which  are  now  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit 
Court  sitting  in  the  district  of  Montreal,  l>e  it  therefore  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  two  District  Magistrates  may  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  w4th  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  each  per  annum,  to  preside 
over  a  coiirt  in  the  city  of  Montreal  called  the  "  Magistrates'  Court  of  the  District  of 
M&titre<il,"  with  ultimate  jurisdiction  over  the  following  matters  : 

1.  All  suits  wherein  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  thing  demanded  is  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  saving  such  cases  as  fall  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Vice-Admiralty,  suits  in  matters  of  petition  of  right,  and  all  suits  for  fees  of  office, 
duties,  rents,  revenues  or  sums  of  money  payable  to  the  Crown  or  which  relate  to  any 
title  to  lands  or  tenements,  to  annual  rents  or  such  like  matters  whereby  rights  in  future 
may  be  bound. 

2.  All  suits  for  school-taxes  or  school-fees,  and  all  suits  concerning  assessments  for 
the  building  or  repairing  of  churches,  parsonages  and  churchyards,  whatever  may  be  the 
amount  of  such  suits. 
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3.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  rates,  taxes,  assessments,  penalties,  damages,  or 
sums  of  money  whatevei*,  due  or  payable  in  virtue  of  the  Municipal  Code,  or  in  virtue  of 
any  special  Municipal  act  of  incorporation,  or  in  virtue  of  any  by-laws  or  regulations 
made  under  tlie  authority  of  such  acts,  or  under  the  laws  repecting  abuses  prejudicial  to 
agriculture  ; 

4.  All  suits  for  the  recoveiy  of  penalties  incurred,  and  of  sums  due  to  the  treasury 
of  this  Province  under  the  license  law. 

Resolved^  2.  That  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  said 
Magistrates'  Court  of  the  District  of  Montreal^  with  a  salary  not  exceeding  fourteen 
hundred  dollars,  and  also,  all  other  officers  and  employees  required  for  the  despatch  of  the 
business  before  such  Court  and  iix  the  salaries  thereof. 

Resolved^  3.  That  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  the 
building  of  such  District  Magistrates'  Court  and  of  the  offices  of  the  officers  thereof, 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.

— Is  P.  E.  Tremhlay,  advocate,  of  Montreal,  .still  in  the  employ  of 
the  Government  1  If  so,  what  position  did  he  or  does  he  occupy  and  what  was  his 
salary  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — Mr.  P.  E.  Tremhlay  was  appointed 
Repatriation  Agent  by  the  Government  on  the  17th  September  1888,  the  State  of  Neiv- 
York  being  specially  assigned  to  him  as  his  iield  of  operations.  This  engagement  was 
for  sixty  days  from  tha  date  when  he  commenced  his  duties,  with  a  salary  of  $200.00 
and  $5.00  a  day  for  travelling  expenses.  He  ceased  to  act  as  such  agent  on  the  13th 
December,  1888. 

By  Mr.  Nanfd. — 1.  What  is  the  amount  remitted  to  municipalities  on  their  loan 
fund  since  January,  1887  ? 

2.  To  what  municipalities  have  remissions  been  made  ? 

3.  What  is  the  amount  in  principal  and  interest  remitted  to  each  municipality  1 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Shehyrt.  —It  is  impossible  to  answer  this  question  in 
this  form.  The  Honorable  Member  should,  in  order  to  obtain  the  information  required 
proceed  by  means  of  a  motion. 

By  Mr.  LeBlanc. — Has  the  Government  settled  its  accounts  with  (7.  Beausoleil 
respecting  the  collection  of  the  taxes  upon  commercial  corporations  ?  If  so,  on  what 
conditions  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Shehyn. — A  .settlement  ot  accounts  lias  not  yet 
been  definitely  ariived  at  with  Mr.  Beausoleil. 

By  Mr.  linurhonnais. — Hag  Mr.  Gerard  Macquet  been  entrusted  with  an  official 
mission  by  the  Go^•ernment  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  so  as  to  make  a  trip  to  Belgium  ? 
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Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — The  Government  did  not  entrust  Mr. 
Macquet  with  any  mission  whatsoever  to  BrJgiinn.  Mr.  Macquet  asked  for  leave  of 
absence  to  settle  private  business  in  Belgium^  which  leave  was  granted  him. 

By  Mr.  DeGrosbois. — Has  th*^  Government  distributed  in  the  county  of  Shefford, 
copies  of  the  Municipal  Code  in  English,  for  the  Municipal  Councillors  speaking  that 
language  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnon, — The  Municipal  Code  was  distributed  to 
the  Municipal  Councillors  of  the  whole  Province  according  to  their  nationality, 
consequently  in  the  county  of  Shefford  ias  in  the  others  1 

By  Mr.  DeGrosbois. — Does  the  Government  intend  to  appoint  for  one  year  only  a 
Cheese  Inspector  for  the  counties  of  Brome^  Missisquoi  and  Shefford  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — The  Government  inspectors  appointed 
each  year  to  inspect  the  Cheese  Manufactories  are  obliged  to  inspect  the  counties  of 
Brofne,  Missisquoi  and  Shefford  as  well  as  the  other  counties  of  the  Province. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lareau,  seconded  by  ]\tr.  Murphy^ 

Resolved^  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-

rights  of  this  Province  in  connection  with  beach-lots  and  of  all  other  documents  relating 
to  the  matter. 

Order ed^  That  the  said  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  by  such  Members  of 
this  House,  as  are  of  the  Honorable  the  Executive  Council  of  this  Province.

QUESTIONS  PUT  BT  MEMBERS  AND  ANSWERS  THERETO 

By  Mr.  Faucher  de  Saint-Maurice, — What  effect  has  been  given  to  the  following 
question  put  on  the  12th  of  April,  1887  ? 

Mr.  Faucher  de  Saint-Maurice, — Does  the  Government  intend  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  new  South  Shore  Turnpike  Trust  to  section  2  of  the  Act  sanctioned  on  the 
10th  June,  1884,  chapter  81,  and  intituled  :  "  An  Act  respecting  the  Quebec  Turnpike 
Roads  "  ? 

The  said  section  reads  as  follows  : 

"  2.  The  said  roads  mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  8  of  the  Act  1 6  Vic- 
toria, chapter  235,  to  wit :  "  the  road  commencing  on  the  bank  of  the  River  St.- 
Lawrence,  opposite  the  city  of  Qv>ebec,  at  the  place  called  the  Passage  de  Bdgin,  and 
extending  to  the  parish  of  Beaum(yiit,  passing  by  the  road  called  La  Petite  Route,  for 
the  distance  of  three  leagues  and  a  half,"  shall  be  made  and  completed  in  conformity 
with  the  Act  16  Victoria,  chapter  235,  during  the  course  of  the  three  years  following  the 
passing  of  this  Act." 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gannon, — Yes." 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Merci&r^ — ^Notwithstanding  the  answer  given  at  the 
time,  in  good  faith,  nothing  has  been  done;  as  no  interest  has  been  paid  to  the  bondholders, 
for  several  years  and  under  the  circumstances  it  was  difficult  to  impose  further 
sacrifices  upon  the  interested  parties.  However  the  Government  intends  to  protect  the 
public  as  far  as  possible  in  this  respect. 
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Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Xo/atel,  seconded  by  Mr.  Faucher  de  St.  MauHce, 
Ordered^  That  there  be  laid  before  this  House,    a  statement  giving  the  names, 
surnames  and  domiciles  of  the  Surveyors  to  whom  surveys  have  been  granted  in  the  Pro- 
vince ;  stating  also  the  localities  where  they  worked  and  the  amount  paid  to  each  of  them, 
since  the  first  of  February,  1887,  up  to  this  date. 

Ordered^  That  there  be  laid  before  this  House,  a  statement  showing  the  townships 
or  parts  of  townships  surveyed  and  offered  for  sale  for  colonization  purposes  since 
January,  1887. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  LeBla/iiCy  seconded  by  Mr.  Nantely 

Ordered^  That  there  be  laid  before  this  House,  copies  of  the  pay-rolls  with  a  list  of 
the  names  and  the  salaries  of  the  employees  which  are  not  generally  given  on  these  pay- 
rolls, of  all  the  employees  of  the  Court  Houses  of  Montreal^  Quebec  and  Three-Rivers,  for 
the  month  of  December,  1888. 

A  Bill  respecting  the  laws  relating  to  Reformatory  and  Industrial  Schools,  was, 
according  to  order,  read  the  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pass,  and  the  Title  be  "  An  Act  amending  the  laws 
respecting  Reformati)ry  and  Industrial  Schools."

The  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Rob&rtson,  That  all  the  words  after  "That"  to  the  end  of  the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the 
words  "The  Federal  Government  is  obliged  to  appoint  and  pay  a  sufficient  number  of  Judges 
to  hear  and  decide  all  the  cases  and  expedite  all  judicial  business  generally,  both  in  the 
Superior  and  in  the  Circuit  Court,  in  the  district  of  Montreal,  as  well  as  in  the  other 
districts. 

"  That  if,  however,  the  Federal  Government  neglects  to  make  the  appointments  of 
additional  Judges  pro\dded  by  the  act  of  this  Province,  50  Victoria  chapter  II,"  it  is  no 
reason  for  the  Province  assuming  such  expense,  but  the  latter  should  rather  make  use 
of  the  means  offered  by  its  constitution,  by  submitting  the  question,  through  its  repre- 
sentatives, to  the  Federal  Government. 

"  That  by  adopting  the  resolutions  now  submitted,  this  House  would  expose  the 
Province  to  considerable  additional  expense  which,  by  the  British  North  America  Act, 
should  be  and  always  has  been  borne  by  the  Federal  Government. 
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"  That  this  House  does  not  see  why  such  additional  expense  should  be  imposed  upon 
the  Province,  and  does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  adopt  the  said  resolutions,"  inserted 
instead  thereof.

Statute,  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  expressed  the  opinion  that  that  number  would 
be  sufficient ;  and,  since  there  remains  only  one  Judge  to  be  appointed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  that  Act,  this  House  does  not  see  why  two  magistrates  should  be  required  where 
a  single  Judge  could  suffice. 

That,  in  fact,  but  one  of  the  two  ms^strates  appointed  last  Summer  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Province  for  Montreal,  has  sat  since  their  appointment  and  that  he  sat  but 
a  short  time  each  day. 

That  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that,  if  this  Province  has  recourse  to  the  means 
offered  by  its  constitution,  the  Federal  authorities  will  appoint  the  required  number  of 
Judges. 
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That  this  House  is  of  opinion  that,  before  imposing  upon  the  Province  an  additional 
expense  and  one  which  devolves  upon  the  Federal  Government,  it  would  be  at  least 
proper  to  obtain  precise  infonnation  upon  all  these  facts.

Her  Maje.sty,  Queen  Victoria,  represented  by  the  Honorable  Charles  Antoine  Ernest 
G agnon,  residing  fit  Eivih'e  Quelle,  Seer otiiiy  oi  the  Province  of  Quebec,  acting  for  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  under  an  order  oi  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council,  bearing'  date  th(^  twenty -third  of  Nuvriiil)er  last,  being  No.  750  : — 

And  Johji  Afaximil ien  Mackay,  of  the  city  of  Qwbec^  Msquire,  Doctor  of  Medicine 
and  Master  in  Surgery,  have  covenanted  as  follows,  to  wit  : 

L  The  sjiid  J.  M.  Mackciy,  undertjikes,  from  this  day  to  the  tliirty -first  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety -three,  when  tliis  contract  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine, to  receive  all  the  insane  whom  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  may 
confide  to  his  care,  to  provide  them  with  proper  lodging,  to  supply  them  with  wholesome 
iind  sufficient  food,  to  clothe  them  properly,  to  procure  for  them  competent  medical 
:»ttendance  and  every  other  care  necessary  for  their  safety,  comfort  nnd  cure. 

2.  The  Government  shall  not  be  obliged  to  confide  a  definite  nuiuber  of  insane  to 
the  care  of  the  said  J,  M,  Mackay.  Undei*  the  contract  between  the  Govenmient  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  and  the  propnetor  of  the  Beauj)or/  Asylum  before  A.  (raurreaV', 
Notary,  on  the  fourteenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  the 
Government  is  obliged  to  send  to  that  asylum  at  least  eight  hundred  and  fifty  insane  ; 
it  is  stipulated  by  the  present  agreement  that  all  tlie  insane  over  and  above  the  number 
of  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  which  the  proprietors  of  Beauporf  Asylum  may  i:i.:ist  upon 
having,  shall  be  confided  to  the  care  of  the  said  J.  M.  Mafkny. 

3.  However,  the  Government  or  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary  m.iy,  as  in  the 
pas^  send  the  idiots  to  tlie  asylum  of  Saiut-Ferdinand  d^ Halifax  and  the  insane  of  the 
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Montreal  section,  as  defined  by  law,  for  the  purposes  of  tlie  Court  of  Queen's  Bench 
sitting  in  appeal,  to  the  asylum  of  Saint-Jean  de  Dieu, 

4.  The  Government  or  the  Provincial  Secretary  may,  at  any  time,  select,  from  amongst 
the  patients  of  the  said  J,  M,  Macka.y^  those  whom  it  may  deem  advisable,  in  order  to 
complete  the  number  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  required  for  the  Jieauport  Asylum. 

5.  The  present  agreement  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  act  respecting  lunatic 
asylums,  48  Victoria,  chapter  34  of  Quebec  and  the  said  J.  M.  Mackay  shall  comply  with 
all  the  obligations  imposed  by  that  act  upon  the  proprietors  of  lunatic  asylums  of  the 
Province,  with  all  orders  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  council,  passed  according  to  law, 
as  well  as  with  all  recommendations,  suggestions  and  orders  which  shall  be  given  him  by 
the  visiting  physicians  and  inspectors  of  prisons  appointed  by  Go>ernment. 

6.  The  said  J,  M.  Ma/^kay  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  make  to  the  buildings  now 
used  for  receiving  patients  who  have  become  insane  from  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  or  narcotics,  or  to  all  such  other  buildings  as  he  may  acquire  and  use  as  an 
asylum,  all  changes  and  improvements  which  may  be  demanded  by  the  visiting  physi- 
cians and  inspectors  of  prisons  and  asylums,  for  the  classification  or  treatment  of  the 
patients  whom  he  shall  receive,  as  well  as  for  the  ventilation  of  the  apartments. 

7.  The  said  J.  M,  Mackay  shall  not,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  transfer  his  rights, 
under  the  present  agreement,  to  any  person  whomsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Honorable  Provincial  Secretary ;  and,  if  he  should  make  any  such  transfer,  without  having 
first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary,  the  latter  may,  d^pleno 
jure,  cancel  the  present  contract. 

8.  Finally,  the  said  Honorable  C  A.  E,  Gannon  h-qualM^  on  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  undertakes  to  pay  to  the  said  J,  M.  Mackay,  every 
three  months,  according  to  the  statement  of  account,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
forms  adopted  and  supplied  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and 
three  cents  per  month  (or  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum)  for  each  insane  patient  up  to 
the  expiration  of  the  present  contract  ;  and  no  other  charge  or  claim  can  be  made  by  the 
said  J.  M.  Mackay.  The  said  J,  M.  Mackay  shall,  nevertheless,  be  entitled  to  claim 
from  the  Government  three  dollars  for  funeral  expenses,  including  the  coffin  and  all 
other  expenses  whatsoever,  in  connection  with  each  patient  under  his  care  whom  he  shall 
bury  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract. 

9.  This  agreement  shall  bind  the  Province  of  Quebec  only  if  approved  by  the  Legis 
lative  Assembly,  at  its  next  sitting. 

Thus  done  and  passed  at  Quebec^  vnder  the  number  four  thouBuid  and  sixtj-seTen 
of  the  minutes  of  the  said  L.  /*.  Sirois.

Resohedy  That  the  Bill  do  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Legislative  Council,  and  desire 
their  concurrence. 

A  Bill  respecting  the  Commissions  of  Public  Employees,  was,  according  to  Order, 
read  the  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Legislative  Council,  and  desire  i\\Ar 
concurrence. 

Mr.  Rinfret  dit  Malouin^  reported  from  tlie  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  to 
consider  a  certain  proposed  Resolution  respecting  a  certain  contract  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Insane,  a  Resolution,  which  was  read,  as  followeth  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  this  House  approves  the  contract  entered  into  on  the  17th  December, 
1888,-  before  Mailre  Sirois,  Notary,  of  Quebec,  between  the  (Government  of  this  Pro- 
vince, and  John  AfaximiHen  Mackay,  Esquire,  physician,  of  the  city  of  Quebec,  for  the 
keeping  and  maintenance  of  the  insane,  wliich  said  contiact  is  now  submitted  to  tlie 
House  and  marked  A  ond  reads  as  follows  : 


In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  Imndred  and  eighty -eiglit,  the  seventeenth  day  of 
December. 

In  the  presence  of  Louis  PJiilijtpe  Sirois,  notary  public  for  the  Province  of  Quehet]^ 
residing  in  the  city  of  Quebec  ; 

Her  Majesty,  Queen  Victoria,  represented  by  the  HonoYAhle  Cliarles  Antoine  Era''st 
Gag}ian,  residing  at  Rivi^re-OueUe,  Secretary  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  acting  for  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  (^iW^ec,  under  an  Older  of  His  Honor  tlie  Lieutenant 
(rovernor  in  Council,  bearing  date  the  twenty-third  of   November  last,   being  No.  750  ; 

And  John  MaAxnmUien  Maekay,  of  the  city  of  Quebec,  Esquire,  Doctor  of  Medicine 
and  Master  in  Surgery  have  covenanted  as  follows  to  wit  : 

1.  The  said  J.  M.  Mackay,  undertakes,  from  this  day  to  the  thirty-first  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  three,  when  this  contract  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine, to  r(?ceive  all  tlie  insane  whom  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  may 
confide  to  his  care,  to  provide,  tliem  with  proper  lodging,  to  supply  them  with  wljolesome 
and  sufficient  food,  to  clothe  them  propei'ly,  to  procure  for  tliem  competent  medical 
attendance  and  every  other  care  necessary  for  their  sifety,  comfort  and  cure. 

•J.  The  Government  shall  not  be  obliged  to  contide  a  definite  number  of  insane  to 
the  care  of  the  said  ,f.  Af.  Mackay.  Under  the  contract  between  the  (rovernment  of  tlie 
Province  of  Quebec  and  the  proprietor  of  the  Beauport  Asylum  l>efore  A.  Gaurr^aii, 
Notary,  on  the  fourteentli  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hpndred  and  eighty  tlii'ee,  tlie 
Government  is  obliged  to  send  to  that  asylum  at  least  eight  Imndred  and  fifty  insane  ; 
it  is  stipulated  by  the  present  agreement  that  all  the  insane  over  and  above  tlie  number 
of  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  which  the  proprietors  of  Beauport  Asylum  may  insist  upon 
liaving,  shall  be  confided  to  the  care  of  the  said  J,  M.  Afnckay. 

%.  However  the  Government  or  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secietary  may,  as  in  the 
past,  send  the  idiots  to  the  asylum  of  Saint- Ferdiuaud  d-Hdlija:!-  and  tJio  insane  of  the 
^l/bn/r««/ section,  as  defined  by  law  for  the  purposes  of  the  Court  of  tjii'^'ii's  Bench 
sitting  in  appeal,  to  the  Asylum  of  Saint-Jean  de  Dieu, 
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4.  The  (Toveriimoiit  or  the  Provincial  Secretary  may,  at  any  time,  selfct,  from 
amongst  tlie  patients  of  tlie  said  J,  M.  Mackay,  those  wliom  it  may  deem  advisable,  in 
order  to  complete  the  numbei-  of  eight  liundre<l  and  fifty  required  for  the  Bomijwrt 
Asylum. 

5.  The  present  agreement  is  made  in  accordance  with  tlie  Act  respecting  lunatic 
asylums,  48  Victcrria,  chapter  34  of  Quebec,  and  the  said  J.  M,  Mackay  shall  comply  with 
all  the  obligations  imposed  by  that  Act  upon  the  proprietoid  of  luuiitic  asylums  of  the 
Province,  with  all  orders  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coinicil  passed  according  to  law, 
as  well  as  with  all  recommendations,  suggestions  and  orders  whicli  shall  be  given  him  by 
the  visiting  physicians  and  inspectors  of  prisons  appointed  by  Government. 

6.  The  said  J.  M.  Mackay  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  make  to  the  buildings  now 
used  for  receiving  patients  wlio  haxe  become  insane  from  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquoi-s  or  r:arcotics,  or  to  all  such  other  buildings  as  he  may  acquire  and  use  as  an 
Asylum,  all  changes  and  improvements  which  may  be  demanded  V)y  the  visiting  physi- 
cians and  inspectors  of  prisons  and  asylums,  for  the  classiiication  or  treatment  of  the 
patients  whom  he  shall  receive,  as  well  as  for  the  ventilation  of  the  apartments. 

7  The  said  J.  M,  Mackay  shall  )iot,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  transfer  his  rights 
under  the  present  agi^eement  to  any  person  whomsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Honorable  Provincial  Secretary  ;  and,  if  he  should  make  any  such  transfer,  without  having 
first  obtiiined  the  consent  of  tli«  Honorable  Provincial  Seci^etary,  the  latter  may,  de  pleiw 
jure,  cancel  the  present  contract. 

8.  Finally,  the  said  Honorable  C.  A.  E,  Gagnon,  es-qualite,  on  behalf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  undei-takes  to  pay  to  the  said  »/.  Jf.  Mackay,  ever}'^ 
three  months,  according  to  the  statement  of  account  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
forms  adopted  and  supplied  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and 
three  cents  per  month  (or  one  hundred  dollars  per  aimum)  for  each  insane  patient  up  to 
the  expiration  of  the  present  contract :  and  no  other  charge  or  claim  can  l>e  made  by 
the  said  ,/.  J/.  Mackay,  The  said  J.  M.  Mackay  shall,  nevertheless,  be  entitled  to  claim 
from  tlie  Government  three  dollars  for  funeral  expenses,  including  the  coffin  and  all 
other  expenses  whatsoever,  in  connection  with  each  patient  under  his  care  whom  he  shall 
bury  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract. 

9.  This  agreement  shall  bind  the  Province  of  Quebec,  only  if  approved  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  at  its  next  sitting. 

Thus  done  and  pas.sed  at  Quebec,  under  the  number  four  thousand  and  sixty-seven  of 
the  minutes  of  the  said  L,  P.  Sirois.

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turcotte, — As  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  staying 
at  Murray  Bay,  Mr.  Layiyelier's  commission  could  not  be  signed  before  he  left  for  Bate 
des  Cludeurs  and  he  could  not  be  sworn.  Mr.  Dennis  Murray  was  sent  to  Maria  to  swear 
Mr.  Lanydier,  but  also  to  consult  with  him  upon  the  proceedings  to  be  followed, 
in  order  to  have  the  trials  of  the  p>ersons  who  were  guilty  of  fraud  in  the  expenditure 
of  colonization  moneys,  proceeded  with  as  economically  as  possible.  Mr.  Murray  was 
about  ten  days  on  the  journey  which  extended  over  700  miles.  The  investigation  made 
by  Messrs.  Murray  and  Langelier  had  the  effect  of  inducing  the  accused  parties,  Giroux, 
Robertson  and  Le/ebvre,  to  plead  guilty,  which  saved  the  expense,  which  otherwise  would 
have  had  to  be  incurred,  in  summoning  the  petty  jurors  and  holding  a  long  trial.

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turcotte, — 1.  This  sum  was  paid  to  Mr.  J.,  C\  Lan- 
yelier,  for  drafting  the  report  of  the  Agricultural  Commission  and  correcting  the  proof 
of  the  same. 

2.  There  are  several  precedents  for  such  expenditure.  The  same  Mr.  J.  C.  Laiiyelier, 
drafted  the  two  reports  of  Mr.  Henry  Sta/rnes,  as  Commissioner  of  Railways  under  the 
Mousseau  Government,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Stames'  deposition  before  the  Q.  M.  O.  &  O. 
Railway  Commission,  page  532  of  the  printed  proof.  Mr.  Langelier  received  $300  for 
each  report,  as  appears  on  pages  163,  164  and  165  of  the  investigation.  In 
1877,  page  71  of  the  Public  Accounts,  for  that  year,  Messrs  J.  A.  Defoy  and  H.  T.  Machin 
received  $300.00  for  services  in  connection  with  the  amending  and  consolidating  of  the 
Quebec  License  Act.

In  my  opinion,  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar  of  the  Province,  being,  in  virtue  of 
article  3544  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  the  body  which  has 
the  control  over  the  examination  of  the  candidates  to  the  study  and  practice  of  the  pro- 
fession of  advocate,  the  preamble  of  the  said  bill  should  have  stated  that  it  had  been  ap- 
prove I  bv  the  said  General  Council  of  the  Bar  of  the  Province,  instead  of  the  District  of 
Quebec,  in  order  to  be  in  conformity  with  clause  4  of  rule  57.

Mr.  Murphy,  from  the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  Printing  of  the 
Legislature,  presented  to  the  House  the  First  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  was 
read,  as  followeth  : 

Your  Committee  have  the  honor  to  report  tliat  they  have  elected  Oiven  Murpky, 
Esquire,  as  their  Chairman  and  recommend  that  their  Quorum  be  reduced  to  seven  Mem- 
bers.

Mr.  Speaker  (upon  the  objection  taken  yesterday,  to  this  Bill  on  the  ground  that  it 
was  a  hybrid  Bill,  that  it  affects  private  interests  and  cannot  be  considered  as  a  Public 
Bill)  ruled  as  follows  : 

The  Bill  now  submitted  to  me  tends  to  authorize  any  person  or  company  to  run  a 
line  of  steamei*s  between  Quebec  and  Levis,  notwithstanding  any  law  to  the  contrary,  and 
notwithstanding  any  contract,  «kc.,  between  the  city  of  Quebec,  the  town  of  LM^  and 
the  "  Quebec  and  Levis  Ferry  Company." 

It  is  objected  that  this  bill  attacks  the  vested  rights  and  private  interests  of  the 
company  above  mentioned,  inasmuch  as  it  tends  to  deprive  them  of  certain  privileges 
which  it  is  claimed  they  possess  under  the  Act  29  Victoria,  chapter  57. 

On  the  other  hand  objection  is  taken  to  this  interpretation  of  the  Act  just  quoted  ; 
and  the  irrevocability,  and  even  the  existence  of  such  privileges,  are  contested. 

The  Question  now  raised  therefore  rests  upon  the  interpretation  of  the  Act  29  Vic- 
toria, chapter  57,  with  respect  to  the  privileges  under  discussion. 

This  is  a  question  of  law  rather  than  a  question  of  order.  It  is  therefore  beyond 
my  jurisdiction  and  I  leave  it  to  the  decision  of  the  House. 

And  the  Question  being  proposed,  That  Mr  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  : 
Mr.  Bernatchez  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  PUon,  That  all  the  words 
after  "  That  "  to  the  end  of  the  Question,  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  the  Bill  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee,  composed  of  the  Honorable  Messieurs  Blanchet,  Gannon  and 
Pelletier  and  Messieurs  BertiMchez,  Fauchpr  de  Saint  Maurice,  de  Grosbois  and  Nantel  ; 
with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records,"  inserted  instead  thereof. 

Mr.  Murphy  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment,  seconded  by 
Mr.  PUon,  That  the  following  words  be  added  to  the  said  amendment :  "  and  that 
Messieurs  Rinfret,  Lemieux,  Tessier  and  Murphy,  be  added  to  the  list  of  Members 
forming  such  Committee." 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  motion  was  not  in  Order  because,  under  Rule 
78,  no  Member  who  declares  against  the  principle  or  substance  of  a  Bill  to  be  referred, 
can  be  nominated  of  such  Committee  :

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Mr.  La/ontaine  moved  in  amendment  to  the*  said  proposed  amendment,  seconded 
by  Mr.  David,  That  all  the  words  after  "  That ''  to  the  end  of  the  said  amendment,  be 
left  out,  and  the  words  "  this  House  will,  on  this  day  six  months,  resolve  itself  into  th^ 
said  Committee,"  inserted  instead  thereof. 

And  the  Question  being  put,  on  the  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment  ;

That  they  have  attentively  examined  the  documents  and  carefully  studied  the 
questions  submitted. 

That  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  yesterday  received  a  copy  of  a  writ  of  appeal 
issued  at  the  instance  of  the  Honorable  James  McShane^  in  the  said  cause. 

That  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  seat  for  MorUreal  Centre  is  not 
vacant. 

That,  under  the  circumstances,  as  Your  Committee  consider  that  the  Honorable  Mr. 
McShaney  is  entitled  to  take  his  seat  and  to  occupy  the  same  until  the  final  judgment  ia 
rendered  on  such  appeal,  they'  recommend  Your  Honorable  House  to  ask  the  Honorable 
Speaker  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the  warrant  which  he  has  issued  for  the  election  in 
MorUreal  Centre,

not  receive  instructions  to  inquire  into  any  other  Questions  than  the  following,  viz : 

Whether  the  report  of  the  Honorable  Judges  Jettiy  GUI  and  Laranger  stating  that 
corrupt  practices  had  been  committed  at  the  Laprairie  election  by  the  Honorable  James 
McShaney  had  rendered  his  seat  in  this  House  vacant,  without  any  intervention  on  the 
part  of  the  latter,  and  whether  the  error  in  the  proceedings  brought  against  him  in  the 
said  case  and  which  consists  in  his  being  designated  as  Commissaire  des  Terres  pour  la 
dite  Province*'  (Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  for  the  said  Province)  is  of  a  nature  to 
invalidate  aU  the  proceedings  against  him  ; 

Whereas  the  said  Committee  did  not  receive  instructions  to  report  upon  any  other 
questions ; 

Whereas  it  is  only  since  the  said  date  that  a  writ  of  appeal  has  been  issued  in  the 
said  cause  at  the  instance  of  the  said  Honorable  James  McShane  ; 

Whereas,  without  such  writ  of  appeal,  the  seat  of  the  said  Honorable  James 
McShaney  was  either  vacant  de  plena  jttre  by  the  effect  alone  of  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Review  or,  at  least,  could  be  declared  vacant  by  a  Resolution  of  the  House 
under  article  429  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Province. 
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Whereas  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  was  never  instructed  by  this 
House  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  question  as  to  what  might  be  the  effect  of 
such  writ  in  this  respect  ; 

Whereas  such  writ  was  not  issued  as  de  pLeno  jure,  but  only  in  virtue  of  a  special 
judgment  and  whereas  by  articles  548  and  549  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Province, 
appeal  is  refused  in  such  cases  : 

Whereas,  in  order  to  judge  of  the  effect  of  such  writ,  it  is  expedient  to  consider  the 
judgment  under  which  it  was  issued,  as  well  as  the  remarks  made  by  the  judges  in  pro 
nouncing  such  judgment  ; 

Whereas  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  had  not  yet  this  morning  before 
it  either  the  judgment  or  the  remarks  of  the  judges,  inasmuch  tis  they  are  not  before  this 
House  ; 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be  not  now  received,  but 
that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  following  questions 
to  wit  : 

1.  Is  the  error  committed  in  the  proceedings  against  the  said  Honorable  Jam^^^  Mc- 
Shane  in  the  said  case,  and  which  consists  in  his  being  designated  as  Commissioner  of 
Crown  Lands  for  the  said  Province,  of  a  nature  to  invalidate  the  proceedings  ? 

2.  Independently  of  the  said  writ,  has  the  seat  of  the  said  Honorable  James  McShaw 
become  vacant  de  pleno  jure,  by  the  effect  alone  of  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Review 
and,  if  it  has  not,  can  this  House  apply  article  429  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Pro- 
vince and  declare  such  seat  vacant  ? 

3.  What  can  be  the  effect  of  the  writ  in  that  respect  ?

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Ehodes, — The  Council  of  Agriculture  renders  its 
accounts  in  a  general  manner. 

The  amount  granted  to  the  Council  is  $3,000.00. 

By  Mr.  Desjardins, — Does  the  Government  intend  to  submit,  for  the  consideration 
of  this  House,  during  the  present  Session,  a  Bill  to  extend  the  electoral  franchise  1 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — Yes  ;  the  Bill  is  at  present  in  the  handi 
of  the  priAters. 

By  Mr.  Faucher  de  Saint  Maurice,  —What  position  does  the  Government  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec    intend  to  take,  with  regard  to  the  following  joint  resolutions  intro- 
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duced  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  by  Mr.  Buttei'tvorthy  of  Oliio,  which  resolutions 
authorize  the  President  to  negotiate  with  reference  to  the  union  and  assimilation  with 
the  United  States  of  the  Doniiiiion  of  Canada,  or  of  one  or  more  of  the  Provinces  thereof  1 

These  resolutions  read  as  follow ; 

Whereas  the  citizens  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  are  one  with  us  in  race,  lineage, 
history  and  tradition ;  and  whereas,  the  resources  of  the  count  lies  supplement  each 
other,  and  arteries  of  commerce,  both  natural  and  artificial,  are  bo  interlocked  and  mu- 
tually dependent  on  c  ach  other,  that  they  ought  to  constitute  a  single  one,  inseparable  ; 
and  whereas,  the  commercial  relations  between  the  United  States  and  the  Doniinio^i  of, 
Canada,  are  and  have  been  strained  and  unnaturally  cramped,  and  in  a  measure,  paralyzed 
owing  to  the  inability  of  the  two  Governments  to  establish  such  a  system  of  international 
trade  and  commerce  between  them  as  is  essential  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  situa- 
tion ;  and  wheretis,  the  conditions  and  relations  before  referred  to,  as  also  the  geography 
of  the  two  countries,  suggest  the  impossibility  of  a  just  and  permanent  settlement  of  the 
controversies,  pertaining  to  the  fisheries,  boundaries  and  transcontinental  trade,  except 
by  the  blending  of  efforts  and  interests  under  one  Government  system,  and  point  logically 
to  the  necessity  and  probability  of  a  unity,  and  assimilation  between  the  two  nations 
under  one  Government  ]  whereas,  the  bonds  of  sympathy  resulting  from  kinship,  race, 
language,  tradition  and  substantial  identity  of  the  Governmental  systems,  together  with 
a  community  of  interest*,  based  on  commerce  and  its  aids  and  agencies,  are  of  such  a 
character  that  such  union  and  assimilation  are  being  discussed  and  favorably  considered 
by  the  citizens  of  both  nations,  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  believed  that  its  early  consumma- 
tion would  be  of  great  advanta|?e  to  all  the  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  two  countries, 
provided  th**  same  can  Ije  attained  in  a  manner  consistent  alike  with  the  honor  and 
dignity  of  the  Uiiited  States,  Great  Britain,  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  ; — Thei-efore, 
with  a  view  to  aid  in  the  consummation  of  what  is  heretofore  suggested,  be  it  resolved 
by  the  Senate  aBd  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled, 
that  the  President  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  invite  negotiations 
looking  to  the  ajssimilation  and  unity  of  the  people  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States  under  one  Government ;  such  unity  to  be  based  upon  the  admission  of  the 
several  provinces  of  the  Dominion  or  any  one  of  them  into  the  uniowof  States,  upon  the 
same  terms  and  equality  with  the  several  SUUes  now  composing  the  Union,  and  the 
assumption  by  the  United  States  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  a 
just  pi  oportion  thereof,  and  such  other  equitable  terms  and  conditions  as  justice  to  tlie 
high  contracting  parties  may  demand  ;  and  resolved,  further,  that,  with  a  view  to  such 
negotiations,  the  President  invite  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  by  the  Government 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  Dmninion  of  Canada,  to  consider  the  wisdom  and  expediency 
of  settling  and  adjusting  all  controversies  and  differences  which  now  exist  between  the 
two  Governments,  growing  out  of  the  fisheries  or  otherwise,  by  such  an  union  and  assimila- 
tion as  is  hereinbefore  suggested,  either  as  to  the  whole  or  any  Province  or  several  Pro- 
vinces of  the  said  Dominion.  Such  negotiations  to  be  conducted  with  due  regard  to  the 
amicable  relations  which  obtain  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
obligations  imposed  thereby. 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — The  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
has  received  no  communication  on  the  subject.

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Pelletier, — What  has  been  the  result  of  the  investigations 
made  by  Chnrles  Champagne,  Esq.,  in  the  county  of  Ottaioa,  in  connection  with  frauds 
in  the  disbursement  of  colonization  moneys  1 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Jfercier, — After  the  investigations  made  by  Messrs. 
CJiampagne  and  Charleson,  in  the  county  of  Ottawa,  in  connection  witli  frauds  in  the 
disbursements  of  colonization  moneys,  nine  indictments  were  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Jury  of  the  District  of  Ottawa  in  December,  1S87,  against  one  John  Cosgrove  and  three 
against  one  James  McCabe,  for  embezzlement  and  obtaining  money  under  false  pre 
tences. 

The  Grand  Jury  found  a  true  Bill  against  them. 

When  brought  before  the  Petit  Jury,  at  the  following  criminal  term  (June,  1888), 
Cosgrove  and  McCahe  pleaded  "  guilty  "  and  were  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned. 

By  Mr.  Ca^grain, — 1.  Were  any  tenders  called  for  the  coal  to  heat  the  Depart 
mental  and  Parliament  Buildings  for  the  season  of  1888-89  ?

4.  800  tons  of  red  ash  anthracite  were  delivered  in  the  cellars  of  Parliament  by 
Messrs.  Philippe  Gingras  &  Co.  at  $5.75  per  ton. 

By  Mr.  Casyrain, — 1.  Were  any  tenders  called  for  the  fuel  to  heat  the  Quebec 
Court  House  for  the  season  of  1888-89  ? 

2.  If  so,  who  were  the  tenderers  and  what  was  the  amount  of  each  tender  ? 

3.  Who  was  the  successful  tenderer  ? 

4.  If  no  tenders  were  called  for,  who  furnished  or  furnishes  the  said  fuel  and  at 
what  price  per  ton  or  cord  ;  and  what  quantity  has  been  furnished  or  is  to  be  furnished  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — 1.  Yes,  with  respect  to  the  coal. 
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2.  Messrs  Philippe  Gingras  &  Co.  and  Messrs.  G,  M.  Webster  k  Co.  for  anthracite 
coal,  called  red  ash,  delivered  in  the  cellars  of  the  Building. 

Messrs.  Gingras  <fe  Co.  tender $5.75  per  ton 

Webster  &  Co.     "     6.25    "     " 

3.  300  tons  were  delivered  by  Messrs.  Gingras  k  Co.  whose  tender  was  accepted. 

4.  No,  tenders  were  called  for  wood  for  heating  the  Court  House,  but  tenders  had 
been  called  for  heating  the  Departmental  Buildings  and  the  Department  was  guided 
by  these  tenders  in  buying  the  wood.  13  cords  of  2 J  feet  spruce  were  bought  from 
Messrs.  Lawrence  &  Broomer  at  $3.80  per  cord. 

By  Mr.  Casgrain^ — 1.  Were  any  tenders  called  for  the  fuel  to  heat  the  Quebec  gaol, 
for  the  season  of  1888-89  ? 

2.  If  so,  who  were  the  tenderers  and  what  was  the  amount  of  each  tender  ? 

3.  Who  was  the  successful  tenderer  ? 

4.  If  no  tenders  were  called  for,  who  furnished  or  furnishes  the  said  fuel  and  at 
what  price  per  ton  or  cord;  and  what  quantity  has  been  furnished  or  is  to  be  furnished! 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — 1.  No,  but  tenders  had  been  called  for 
tlie  fuel  required  for  heating  the  Public  Departments  and  the  coal  required  for  the  Court 
House,  and  these  tenders  guided  the  Department  in  the  purchase  of  fuel,  by  making  an 
allowance  for  the  cartage  and  the  length  of  the  wood. 

4.  250  tons  of  anthracite  coal  were  delivered  in  the  gaol  cellars  or  sheds  by  Messrs. 
Webster  <k  Co,,  for  $6.50  per  ton.  60  cords  of  three  feet  maple  were  also  bought  from 
Mr.  L^on  Laind  who  delivered  and  piled  them  in  the  gaol  cellars  or  sheds  for  $6.00  per 
cord.  This  wqod  was  all  maple  and  six  inches  longer  than  that  for  which  tenders  were 
called  for  in  connection  with  the  Legislative  Buildings,  the  said  tenders  being  $4.40  and 
$4.80  for  2^  feet  wood,  maple  and  birch.  The  difference  in  the  carting  to  the  gaol 
instead  of  to  the  Legislative  Buildings  was  45  cents  per  cord. 

By  Mr.  Bourbonnais, — Is  it  true  the  Government  intends  to  superannuate  Mr. 
Simeon  Lesage,  assistant  commissioner  of  Public  Works  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — Not  for  the  present. 

By  Mr.  Faucher  de  Saint  Mav/i'ice, — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  have 
a  supplementary  index  made  for  each  volume  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  since  Con- 
federation, similar  to  that  intituled  :  "  Alphabetical  list  of  members  and  of  the  various 
matters  and  subjects  brought  before  the  House  by  each  of  them,  "  which  forms  part 
of  the  Journals  of  the  session  of  1888,  printed  by  order  of  the  Legislature  1 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnouy — Under  consideration. 

By  Mr.  Martin  (Bonaventnre), — Does  the  Government  intend  to  pay,  as  soon  as 
possible,  a  balance  of  $1 25  claimed  by  interested  parties  of  the  parish  of  St.  Bonaven- 
ture,  in  the  county  of  Bonaventure,  for  work  done  by  them  on  the  bridge  over  the 
Bonaventure  river,  as  appears  by  the  pay-roll  forwarded  to  the  Colonization  Department 
by  Mr.  Napdion  Poirier  ? 

Answe*"  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnoii, — The  Government  intends  to  pay  the 
balance  of  $175  clainied  by  interested  parties  in  the  parish  of  St,  Bonaventure,  in  the 
county  of  Bonaventure,  for  work  done  by  them  on  the  bridge  over  the  Bonaventure 
ri\  er.  This  amount  will  form  part  of  colonization  moneys  which  the  Government  will 
decide  to  grant  to  this  county,  from  the  subsidy  to  be  voted  at  this  session.

$500.00.

QUESTIONS    PUT   BT   MBMBERS   AND   ANSWERS   THERETO. 

By  the  Hon.  Mr.  Pelletier, — How  much  did  the  Government  pay  for  printing  the 
speech  on  the  Budget  delivered  by  L.  G.  Desjardins,  Esq.,  member  for  Montmorency,^ 
and  was  the  Honorable  member  at  the  time  a  minister  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — On  the  18th  January,  1884,  a  payment 
was  made  to  L.  J.  Demers  et  Freres  of  $1313.10  for  publication,  printing,  «fec.,  in 
connection  with  the  Public  Service,  under  authority  of  Order  in  Council  No.  3G  of  10th 
January,  1884.  The  item  is  to  be  found  in  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  30th 
June  1884,  page  93,  under  the  head  "  Miscellaneous." 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Pelletier. — Why  has  the  sale  of  land  formerly  occui>ied  by 
the  Montreal  Normal  School  not  taken  pltce,  and  have  the  expenses  for  advertising 
been  incurred  uselessly  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — Because  the  buildings  were  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  administration  of  justice.  The  expenses  incurred  for  advertisements 
and  plans  relating  thereto  were  not  uselessly  incurred,  on  the  contrary  they  were  very 
useful. 

By  Mr.  Lvssier. — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government,  in  view  of  the  subsidy 
granted  last  year  to  the  Montreal  and  Sorel  Railway  Company,  to  take  steps  to  compel 
the  said  company  to  work  the  said  road  which  is  of  such  great  necessity  and  so 
much  desired  by  the  public  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — The  Government  has  already  considered 
the  question.     They  will  not  fail  to  take  all  the  necessary  steps  to  attain  this  end. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet. — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  grant, 
during  this  session,  an  additional  subsidy  to  the  Quebec  Central  Railway,  to  enable  it  to 
complete  the  construction  of  its  line  to  the  frontier  of  the  Province  without  delay  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  M  r.  Mercier. — The  Government  has  this  question  under 
consideration. 
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By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet. — What  amounts  have  been  colkrcted  by  the 
Treasurer  from  auctioneers  in  the  Province,  under  article  493  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Quebecy  upon  wholesale  sales  between  merchants  during  the  following  years  :  1?^80, 
1881,  1882,  1883,  1884,  1885,  1886,  1887,  1888. 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier. — As  auctioneers  do  not  make  any  dis- 
tinction, in  the  Reports  which  they  make  to  the  Government  between  wholesale  and 
retail  sales,  the  answer  to  this  question  would  necessitate  a  correspondence  with  all  the 
auctioneers  of  the  Province  in  order  to  obtain  the  information  asked  for  ;  moreover,  it 
would  be  probably  impossible,  even  by  these  means,  to  obtain  such  information  for  a 
period  of  nine  yeai-s. 

By  Mr.  Desjardins. — Does  the  Government  intend  to  submit  for  the  consideratiou 
of  this  House,  during  the  present  session,  a  Bill  to  grant  further  subsidies  to  Railway 
Companies  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — The  Government  has  this  subject  under 
consideration. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet. — What  is,  at  the  present  date,  the  total  amount 
of  the  Pension  Fund  for  officers  of  primary  instruction,  under  article  2238  and  following 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  what  numl>er  of  such  officers  are 
now  superannuated  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnon. — 

1888  December  31,  Revenue  Capitalized  at  this  date $153,385,75 

1888  December  31,  Revenue  not  Capitalissed  at  this  date 25,566,24 

Total $178,951,99 

The  number  of  officers  at  present  pensioned  is  230. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet. — Does  the  Government  intend  to  carrj'  out  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  Legislation  embodied  in  its  report  to  this  House, 
dated  the  5th  May,  1887,  by  amending  the  AcW respecting  the  constitution  of  the  Court 
of  Appeals,  so  as  to  leave  to  that  Court  only  appellate  jurisdiction  in  civil  and  criminal 
matters. 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Tui'cotte, — This  question  is  under  consideration.

As  sanction  of  the  prohibition  wliich  it 
imposes  upon  minors,  this  measure  makes  them  liable  to  a  line  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  fifteen  days. 

"The  objection  is  taken  that  the  Bill,  owing  to  this  penal  provision,  should  have  been 
preceded  by  Resolutions  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Wliole,  and  that  the  motion  for  the 
second  reading,  without  this  previous  foi-mality  having  been  observed,  is  irregular. 

^*  Parliamentary  usage  requires  the  reference  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  every 
measure  providing  for  any  impost,  tine  or  charge  whatever,  the  proceeds  whereof  are 
to  l)e  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  public  revenue. 

"  However,  as  my  learned  predecessor,  the  Honorable  Mr.  Wilrteh  (Journal  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  1886,  page  413,  and  414),  decided  : 

"  When  a  Bill  contains  rates,  tolls,  fees  or  penalties,  the  amount  thereof  must  be 
*'  decided  and  voted,  not  in  a  preliminary  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  but  in  the 
"  Committee  on  the  Bill.  All  such  rates,  tolls,  fees  and  penalties  ai-e  •  presented  in 
**  italics,  and  such  italics  are  deemed  to  be  "  blanks  "  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Committee 
"  on  the  Bill  ;  and  it  is  considered  that  the  words  in  italics  are  inserted  merely  to  show 
"  the  amounts  intended  to  be  proposed.  " 

"  I  take  the  decision  of  my  learned  predecessor  as  establishing  the  practice  in  such 
cases  and  I,  consequently,  declare  the  objection  unfounded.

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Blanchet, — 1.  Has  the  Government  made  or  given  contracts 
for  the  Government  printing  since  last  session  ? 

2.  If  so,  to  whom  and  to  what  establishments  and  at  what  rates  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnon, — No. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  PeUetier, — Has  the  remodelling  of  the  prothonotary's  office  at 
Montre^d  increased  the  expenses  of  the  same,  and  is  there  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  receipts  ? 
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Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turcotte, — ^Yes  ;  since  the  changes  were  made,  the 
sale  of  stamps  alone  has  produced  up  to  the  1st  September,  1888,  the  sum  of  $18,724.05 
more  than  the  previous  year. 

For  the  three  first  years  the  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditure  in  the  prothono- 
tarys'  office  was  as  follows  : 

In  1886 $11,267.44 

In  1887 12,445.00 

In  1888. .-. 20,622.74 

Since  1886  the  expenses  have  increased  by  $3,274,81 ;  but,  the  increase  in  the  receipts 
eing  $12,629.51,  there  is  a  difference  of  $9,354.70  in  favour  of  the  Province. 

By  Mr.  Lussier^ — If  three  counties  should  mutually  agree  to  have  an  exhibition, 
would  the  Government  be  inclined  to  grant  them  a  subsidy,  or  give  them  ahy  encourage- 
ment whatsoever  ?

Bill,  and  I  disavow  it.

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duhamel, — Mr.  Charles  Page,  was  appointed  wood- 
r.inger  for  the  Saint  J/awrtc«  division  on  the  23rd  June,  1887,  at  $2.00  a  day  including 
t  Mvelling  expenses.  He  has  received  the  said  salary  from  the  above  date  and  will 
continue  to  receive  it  until  further  orders. 
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By  Mr.  Dupleasis, — Is  Mr.  Maiae  Masson^  of  Three  Rivera,  iii  the  empjoy  of  the 
Government  ?  If  so,  in  wliat  capacity  ?  How  much  has  been  paid  to  him  up  to  the 
present  date,  and  what  salary  is  he  to  receive  for  the  future  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duhauiely — Mr.  M<me  Mwson,  was  employed  tempo- 
rarily as  assistant  wood-ranger  for  the  St,  Maurice  division  during  the  season  of  1887-88 
and  received  the  sum  of  9552.30  for  his  services ;  but  he  is  no  longer  in  the  employ  of 
the  Government.

By  Mr.  LeBlanCy — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  abolish  tolls  on  bridges 
and  roads  in  the  County  of  LavcUy  and  generally  throughout  the  Province,  during  this  pre- 
sent session  7 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier^ — No,  not  this  session.  As  regards  tho  future, 
the  Government  will  consider  the  matter  in  due  time  and  place.

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Rlwdes^ — This  question  is  under  consideration. 

By  Mr.  LeBlanc, — How  much  has  Mr.  C.  T.  Cdtd,  inspector  of  manufactures,  received 
up  to  date  for  travelling  and  other  expenses  respecting  his  duties  ? 
Where  is  his  office  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Rhodes^— For  travelling  expenses,  printing,  rent 
and  other  office  expenses  $530.22. 

His  office  is  at  No.  1 2,  St.  Peter  Street,  Quebec. 

By  Mr.  Duplessis, — What  amount  has  Mr.  A\  E.  Geroaisy  Advocate,  in  the  city  of 
Three  Rivers^  received  from  ^ae  Government  in  connection  with  his  position  as  advocate 
of  the  Collector  of  Provincial  Revenue  for  the  district  of  Three  Rivers^  as  costs,  fees, 
disbursements,  consultations,  etc.,  since  his  appointment  as  such  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turcotte, — Mr.  A.  E,  Gervais,  Advocate,  was 
appointed  two  years  ago,  that  is  to  say  on  the  14th  March  1887,  as  solicitor  for  the 
Collector  of  Provincial  Revenue  for  tlie  district  of  Three  Rivers, 

He  has  received  since  that  date  the  sum  of  $947.46  for  costs,  fees,  disbursements, 
consultations,  etc.

Such  examinations  are  passed  before  the  examiner  of  the  college  then  in  otfice  ;  and 
the  student  must  give  a  written  notice  to  the  secretary  of  the  association,  at  least  fifteen 
days  previously,    of  his  intention  to  undergo  such  examination. 

Any  student  regularly  registered  and  under  notarial  indenture,  may,  at  any  time, 
during  his  clerkship,  pass  such  examinations,  provided  it  be  at  least  thirty  days  before  he 
give  notice  of  his  intention  to  be  examined  for  the  practice  of  the  profession. 
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2.  By  complying  Avith  the  fomis  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  association,  and 
filing  a  certificate  of  a  college  or  university  to  the  effect  that  he  has  there  followed  the 
course  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  he  shill  acquire  the  right  of  beings  admitted  to 
examination  for  the  practice  of  dental  surgery. 

If  successful  in  his  examination,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  being  admitted 
as  a  licensed  surgeon-dentist,"  inserted  instead  thereof.

Of  the  portion  apportioned  to  Protestant  Superior  Education  $200,  shall  be  applied 
in  the  aid  of  the  Provincial  Teachers'  Association,  and  $700.00  towards  the  salary  of  an 
inspector  of  Superior  Schools,  Academies,  &c. ;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1890, 

3.  Resolved^  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  be 
granted  to  Her  Majesty,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Public  Schools.  Five  per  cent  of  the 
share  of  Roman  Catholics  in  this  sum  shall  be  annually  retained  to  be  distributed  in 
such  proportion  as  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  be  pleased  to  determine, 
among  the  Roman  Catholic  institutions  for  Deaf  Mutes  and  the  Blind  in  the  Province ;

(In  the  Committee) 

Whereas  by  the  65th  section  of  the  British  North  Amei^ica  Act,  1867,  it  was  pro- 
vided (among  other  things)  that  all  powers,  authorities  and  functions  which  under  any 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  or  oi  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kifigdom  of 
Great  Britmn  and  Irelarid,  or  of  the  Legislat?'re  of  U}yper  Canada,  Lower  Caruuia,  or 
Canada,  were  before  or  at  the  Union  vested  in  or  exercisable  by  the  repective  governors 
or  lieutenant-governors  of  those  provinces  should,  as  far  as  the  same  were  capable  of 
Ijeing  exei'cised  after  the  Union  in  relation  to  the  Government  of  Ontario  and  Quebec 
respectively,  be  vested  in  and  exercised  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  respectively,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  be  abolished  or  altered  by  the  respective 
Legislatures  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  except  with  respect  to  such  as  existed  under  Acts  of 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kinydom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  ; 

And  whereas  by  the  92nd  section  of  the  said  Act,  it  v.  is  provided  that  in  each  pro- 
vince of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  the  Legislature  may  exclusively  make  laws  in  relation 
to  mattera  coming  within  the  classes  of  subjects  thereinafter  mentioned  ;  I'e  it 
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ResdvPAiy  1.  That  i»  nwtttere  within  the  jurisdiction  o£  the  Legislature  of  tlie  Pro- 
vince, all  powers,  authorities  and  functions  which,  in  respect  of  like  matters,  were  vested 
ill  or  exercisable  by  the  governors  or  lieutenant-governors  of  tlie  several  pi-ovinces  now 
forming  part  of  the  D4Miiinion  of  Canada  or  any  of  the  said  provinces,  under  commissions, 
instructions  or  othei-wise,  at  or  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  are  and  shall  be  (so 
far  as  this  Legislature  has  power  thus  to  enact)  vested  in  and  exercisable  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor or  Administrator  for  the  time  being  of  this  Province,  in  the  name  of 
Her  Majeijty  or  «>therwise  as  the  case  may  require  ;  subject  always  to  the  Royal  Prero- 
gative i\s  heretofore. 

Besolved,  ±  Tliat  the  foregoing  resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  power  of 
commuting  and  remitting  sentences  for  ofiences  against  the  laws  of  this  Province,  or- 
offences,  over  which  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Province  extends.

or  lieutenant-governors  of  those  provinces  should,  as  far  as  the  same  were  capable  of 
being  exercised  after  the  Union  in  relation  to  the  government  of  Ontario  and  Qnehfc  res- 
pijctively,  be  vested  in  and  exercised  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Onfario  and  Qnehec 
respectively,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  l>e  abolished  or  altered  by  the  respective  Legis- 
latures of  Ontc^rio  and  Quebec,  except  with  respect  to  such  as  existed  under  Act«  of  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kimjdotn  of  Grf'xit 
Britain  and  Ireland ; 

And  whereas  by  the  92nd  section  of  the  said  Act,  it  was  providefl  that  in  each  pro- 
vince of  the  Dominion  if  Cannla  the  Legislature  may  exclusively  make  laws  in  relation 
to  matters  coming  within  the  chisses  of  subjects  thereinafter  mentioned  ;  be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  in  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Pro- 
vince, all  powers,  authorities  and  functions  which,  in  respect  of  like  matters,  were  vestod 
in  or  exercisable  by  ths  governors  or  lieutenant-governors  of  the  several  provinces  now 
forming  part  of  the  Dominion  of  Cano/la  or  any  of  the  said  provinces,  under  commissions, 
instructions  or  otherwise,  at  or  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  are  and  shall  l>e  (so 
far  iis  this  Legislature  has  power  thus  to  enact)  vested  in  and  exercisihlft  by  the  Lliute- 
nant-Governor  or  Administrator  for  the  time  being  of  this  Province,  in  the  name  of  Her 
Majesty  or  otherwise  as  the  case  may  require  ;  subject  always  to  the  Royal  Prero:^ative 
as  luiretofoi-e. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  foregoing  resolution  sh  ill  be  deemed  to  i-ulude  the  power  of 
commuting  and  remitting  sentences  for  offences  against  the  liws  or"  this  Province,  or 
offences,  over  which  the  L'^gislative  authority  of  the  Province  extends. 

And  the  Question  being  put.  That  the  said  Res')lutions  be  now  read  a  second  ti-ne  ; 
the  Kouse  divided  :  and  it  w;is  resolved  in  ths  Affirmative 

The  said  Resolutions  were  accordingly  read  a  seconl  time. 

And  the  Question  being  put,  Tu.u  tins  House  doth  agree  w^th  the  Committee  in  the 
»ii(i  Resolutions  ;  the  House  divided  :  and  it  was  resolved  in  the  Atiirmative.

"  This  House  is  prepared  to  vote  the  Supplies  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  requirements  of 
•  the  public  service  in  this  Province  but  wislies  to  protest  : 

1.  Against  the  incorrectness  of  the  official  statement  made  in  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne  to  the  eflfect  that  the  hopes  expressed  with  reference  to  a  considerable  surplus 
for  the  last  year  1887-88  have  been  realized  and  that  every  possible  economy  has  been 
observed  in  the  ordinary  expenditure. 

2.  Against  the  assertion  of  the  Treasurer  that  there  is  a  surplus  of  the  ordinary 
regular  receipts  of  the  year  over  ovdinary  expenditure  for  the  year  1887-88  when  in  fact 
there  is  a  considerable  deficit  caused  by  the  increase  of  the  ordinary  annual  expenditure. 

3.  Against  the  improvidence  of  the  Government  which  has  as  yet  failed  to  sugj^e^t 
any  adequate  or  effective  means  to  put  an  end  to  the  deficits,  of  establishing  a  true  policy 
of  economy  and  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  floating  debt,  which  by  the  legisla- 
tion of  the  session  of  1888,  granting  subsidies  to  Railways  and  by  the  increasing  of  the 
ordinary  expenses  under  the  present  ministry,  reached  to  more  than  four  millions  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  of  January  1889. 

4.  Against  the  system  inaugurated  by  the  ministry  of  carrying  to  capital  account  expen- 
ses which  are  really  the  ordinary  disbursements  for  the  public  ser»^ice  of  .the  Province  and 
which,  for  the  year  1887-88,  amounted  to  8187,767.76,  because  such  system  is  calculated 
to  lead  the  House  and  the  public  into  error  as  to  the  true  state  of  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  Province,  by  allowing  the  Treasurer  to  claim  a  surplus  in  the  ordinary  annual 
operations  of  the  Treasury,  when  there  has  really   been  a  deficit,  and  because  it  is  not 
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good  policy  and  would  be  dangerous  for  the  credit  of  the  Province,  to  borrow  every  year 
to  meet  the  greater  portion  of  the  expenses  entered  in  the  Budget  under  the  head  of 
special  expenditure,  such  expenses  having  to  be  paid  out  of  the  annual  revenue. 

5.  Against  the  use  which  has  been  made  of  the  last  loan  of  $3,500,000  ;  the  said 
loan,  which  was  intended  for  the  payment  of  the  floating  debt  as  calculated  by  the  Trea- 
surer and  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  the  Act  50  Vict.,  chap.  2,  having,  to  a  great  extent, 
been  employed  in  paying  subsidies  to  railways  authorized  by  the  Act  51-52  Vict.,  chap, 
91,  1888,  which  still  leaves  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars  unpaid  out  of 
the  floating  debt  which,  according  to  the  Government,  existed  on  the  31st  of  January 
1887,"  inserted  instead  thereof.

If  not,  did  he  file,  in  connection  with  this  matter,  an  account  with  the  Government 
or  any  of  its  members  and  for  what  amount  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Dultanvdy — The  Honorable  Mr.  Langdier  received  as 
fees  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Flynn,  —  Does  the  Government  intend,  by  granting  an 
amount  out  of  the  moneys  to  be  voted  this  session  for  metal  bridges,  to  accede  to  the 
request  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cap  ChaMe,  who  offer  to  contribute  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  to  build  a  bridge  over  the  river  of  that  name,  on  condition  that  the  Government 
will  pay  the  other  sums  required  for  the  undertaking  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnon, — The  Government  has  not  sufficient  inform- 
ation as  to  the  ultimate  cost  of  this  enterprise  to  be  in  a  position  to  give  an  answer  on 
this  subject  at  present. 

By  Mr.  Pica/rdy — Does  the  Government  intend  to  remit  to  bond  fide  settlers  who  have 
fulfilled  all  the  conditions  for  settlement,  the  surplus  of  the  timber  dues  which,  under 
article  1342  of  the  Revised  Soatutes  of  tho  Province  of  Qiiebec,  should  revert  to  the 
Crown? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duhanhd, — Yes,  as  soon  as  the  Government  is  paid 
the  price  of  the  lots  according  to  law. 

By  Mr.  Picard, — Does  the  Government  intend  to  prevent  settlers,  living  on  their 
lands,  from  cutting  merchantable  timber  outside  of  their  clearings  ? 
If  so,  why  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  DuJiamely — The  Government  will  carry  out  the  law 
on  this  matter. 

By  Mr,  Faucher  de  Saintr Maurice, — Does  the  Government  intend  to  have  a  copy 
made,  and  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  of  the  old  registers  of

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gagnon, — The  Government  will  have  inquirie^ 
made  as  to  the  value  of  such  registers  and  will  afterwards  act  according  to  the  result  of 
the  information  which  they  may  obtain. 

By  Mr.  Faivcher  de  Saint-Maurice, — Has  the  Government  Ijeen  informed  that  an 
international  congress  of  alienists  is  to  be  held  this  year  in  Paris,  France  ? 

Does  the  Government  intend  to  send  a  specialist  to  take  part  in  such  congress  ! 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  ,^Ir.  Gagnon, — The  Government  has  not  been  olficially 
informed  of  such  congress. 

By  Mr.  Dt'chhte  .{U Islet), — On  whose  recommendation  was  Mr.  Cyrias  Hoy 
appointed  solicitor  to  the  Revenue  Collector  of  the  District  of  MoiUtnagny  ? 

Answer  by  the  H^onorable  Mr.  SJhehyn, — Mr.  Cyrias  Roy  was  appointed  solicitor  to 
the  Revenue  Collector  of  the  District  of  Montmagny  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
meml)er  for  MonUnagny.

Extract  from  a  letter  sent  to  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Simdyni,  Prefect  of  the  Sa- 
cred Congregation  of  the  Propaganda  at  Ranruiy  dated  the  25th  October  1888. 

^irst  Question, 

"  Does  the  Grovernment  of  the  Province  of  QuebeCy  intend  to  continue  to  give,  in 
"  future,  either  to  the  three  Archbishops  or  to  the  five  Bishops  of  Lower  Canada  or  Ag&iu 
"  to  the  Jesuit  Fathers  the  grants  hitherto  voted  for  Superior  Education  even  after 
''  having  paid  to  the  parties  indicated  by  His  Holiness  the  Pope,  the  sum  granted  by  the 
"  Act  of  last  session,  in  settlement  of  the  question  of  the  Jesuit's  Estates." 

Answer. — Yes. 

In  virtue  of  an  old  law,  the  revenues  of  the  Jesuit's  Estates  formed  aSpecial  Educ;*- 
tion  Fund,  the  amount  whereof,  which  has  hardly  varied  since  1867,  is  now  seventy 
eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  ($78,410.00),  of  which  sixty-six  thousand 
two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($66,240.00),  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ro:n  in  Catholics 
and  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  ($12,170.00),  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Protestants. 

The  Grovemment  intends  to  leave  that  amount  intact,  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction. 

This  Council  consists  : 

L  Ex-ojicio  of  all  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishops  of  the  Province  and  of  a  Roman 
Catholic  layman  appointed  by  the  Government  for  each  of  such  Bishops. 

2.  Of  a  certain  number  of  Protestants  who  are  also  appointed  by  the  Government. 

This  Council  meets  very  seldom  and  then  only  to  discuss  matters  of  general  interest 
respecting  Education  ;  the  affairs  are  practically  managed  by  two  separate  Committees 
1.  One  called  "the  Roman  Catholic  Committee"  composed  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Bishops  and  Roman  Catholic  laymen  appointed  as  aforesaid  ;  2.  Another  called  "  the 
Pix>testant  Committee  "  consisting  of  Protestants  also  appointed  as  aforesaid  and  of  9 
certain  number  of  associate  members  appointed  by  that  Comimttee. 

Each  Committee  sits  separately  and  every  year  it  makes  the  distribution  of  the  sums 
above  mentioned,  namely  : 

1.  The  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  sixty  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  ($66,240.00)  ;  2.  The  Protestant  Committee,  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars  ($12,170.00) — The  Document  A. — hereunto  annexed  shows  how  this  sum 
of  sixty  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($66,240.00)  was  distributed  by 
the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  this  year  and  last  year,  limiting  the  details  to  classical 
colleges  and  giving  in  a  lump  sum  the  amounts  granted  to  convents  and  other  institu- 
tions of  lesser  importance  in  each  diocese.

The  House,  according  to  Order,  proceeded  to  take  into  further  consideration  the  amend 
ments  made  by  the  Legislative  Council  to  the  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  amend  para- 
graph 6  of  article  556  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  as  contained  in  article  5917  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,^  and  the  same  being  read  a  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hall,  seconded  by  Mr.  Baldwhi, 

Resolved,  That  this  House  doth  disagree  with  the  Legislative  Council  in  tlie  said 
amendment  for  the  following  Reasons  : 

'  "Because  it  would  derange  the  principle  and  basis  of  paragraph  4,  especially  when  the 
total  value  of  articles  exempt  is  not  increased,  while  the  nominal  value  of  a  sewing 
machine  is  proportionately  large,  considering  its  price  is  paid  by  instalments  and  on  long 
terais. 

Because  since  1886  sewing  machines  have  l)een  exempt  up  to  last  session,  and  with 
the  words  desired  to  be  struck  out,  it  leaves  the  question  of  their  liability  to  seizure  open 
to  litigation  and  incuriing  of  costs  quite  unnecessary  and  out  of  proportion  to  any  benefit 
in  the  results,  and  at  the  same  time  with  these  words  there  appears  a  conflict  with  para- 
graph 9.

By  Mr.  LeBlaiic, — Is  F,  U,  Prefontaine,  of  Ste,  Anantasie  de  Nehon,  in  the  employ 
of  the  Government  ? 

If  so,  what  is  hi?  salary  and  what  are  his  duties  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duliamel, — Mr.  F.  H.  Pr^/ontairie,  oiSte.  Anastasie 
de  Nelson,  is  temporarily  employed  as  assistant  forest  ranger,  to  take  account  of  the  lum- 
l>er  cut  in  the  Gratidville  agency,  destined  for  New-Bi^uiiswick, 

His  salary  is  $3.00  a  day  during  the  time  l>e  will  be  thus  employed,  including  his 
travelling  expenses. 

By  Mr.  LtMsier, — Is  it  the  intention   of  the  Government  to  appoint  an  Inspector  of 
Agricultural  Schools  and  Societies  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gcu/non, — The  Council  of  Agriculture  has  appointed  a 
Committee  to  make  such  inspections. 

By  the  Honorable  Mr.  Pelletier, — At  whose  request  and  solicitation  has  the  Govern- 
ment granted  this  year  to  the  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company,  a  money  and  land 
subsidy  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Turcotte, — This  subsidy  was  granted,  in  the  public 
interest,  at  the  request  and  on  solicitation  of  Mr.  Jos.  Godbout,  Federal  mem>>er  of  the 
county  of  Beaiice  and  in  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  by  the  Qvsbec  Board  of 
Trade.

Neither  the  Rosa  Government  nor  any  of  its  Meml>ers  mad*?  to  Mr.  WJid^tn  or  to 
Mr.  Charlebois,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  through  any  third  person,  proposals  of  the 
nature  of  thost'.  ment^pned  in  the  article. 

Neither  the  Ross  Government  nor  any  of  its  Members,  ever  promised  directly  or 
indirectly  through  any  third  person,  to  admit  the  legitii)iacy  of  the  contested  claims 
which  ttiese  two  contractors  asserted  that  they  had  against  the  Government,  on  the  sole 
condition  that  they  would  subscribe  to  the  Conservative  election  fund. 

Neither  the  Ross  Government  nor  any  of  its  Members,  either  directly  or  indii-ectly, 
through  any  third  person,  ever  had  any  pourpaHers  or  came  to  any  understanding 
wh.itsoever  with  these  two  contractors  with  reference  to  their  contested  claims,  for  the 
purpose  of  bribing  the  electors  or  even  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  either  on  the  eve  of  the  general  elections  of  1886,  or  at  any  otlier  time. 

No  payment  was  made  to  the  said  contractors  under  the  Ross  Government  in  view 
of  subscriptions  for  election  purposes,  either  on  the  eve  of  the  general  elections  of  1886, 
or  at  any  other  time.  If  any  pourparlers  were  had  or  agreements  made  between  these 
two  cmitractors  and  Mr.  T/)eo.  Haniel,  the  Ross  Government  is  entirely  stranger  thereto 
and  so  is  each  one  of  us.

Fund  in  the  Province  of  the  proceeds  of  balance  of  said  estate  for  distribution  hereafter, 
according  to  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Lotver  Canada  ? 

Does  said  grant  mentioned  and  the  act  of  last  session  have  the  effect  in  fact  of 
virtually  abrogating  or  repealing  the  clauses  of  said  chapter  15  of  the  C.  S.  of  L. 
Canada  respecting  the  distribution  of  the  pix)ceeds  of  the  said  Jesuit* s  Estate  Fund  1 

Will  the  Superior  Education  grants  which  may  be  made  hereafter  from  year  to  year, 
be  made  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  the  Province,  irrespective  of  the 
proceetls  of  the  said  Jesuit^ s  Estates  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  the  whole  of 
said  Estates  had  been  absorbed  or  placed  in  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  the 
Province  by  the  said  legislation  of  last  session  ? 

Answer  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier, — 1.  In  the  first  place,  the  assertion  that  the 
Jesuit's  Bill  of  last  session  grants  $460,000  to  the  successors  of  the  late  Jesuit  Fathers 
and  to  the  Protestant  Superior  Education  is  entirely  inexact.  Then,  it  has  already  been 
stated  that  the  ordinary  grant  to  Superior  Education,  will  remain  the  same  in  future  and 
I  confirm  that  statement. 

2.  This  is  a  question  of  law  which  is  rather  difficult  to  solve  and  which  the  Govern- 
ment will  study. 

3.  The  same  grant  will  be  given  in  future  as  in  the  past.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  to  amend  the 
Quebec  License  Law  ; 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Shehyn  moved,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier^  and 
the  Question  being  put,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  a  second  time  ;  the  House  divided : 
and  it  was  resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  a  second  time  ;  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  immediately  resolve  itself  into  the  said  Committee. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee  ;  and  after  some  time 
spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair ;  and  Mr.  BernatcJiez  reported,  That  the 
Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  amendments  thereunto. 

And  the  Question  being  put,  That  the  Bill,  as  amended  in  the  Committee,  be  now 
taken  into  consideration  ;  the  House  divided  :  and  it  was  resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

The  House  accordingly  proceeded  to  take  the  Bill  into  consideration  ;  and  the  Ques- 
tion being  put,  That  this  House  doth  concur  in  the  said  amendements ;  the  House  divided: 
and  it  was  resolved  in  tiie  Affirmative. 

And  the  Question  being  put.  That  the  Bill  he  now  i-ead  the  third  time  ; 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Robertson  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Lynch,  That  all  the  words  after  "  now  "  to  the  end  of  the  Question,  l)e  left  out,  and 
the  words  **  re-committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  in  order  to  add  the  follow- 
ing :  The  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Montreal  shall  have  tlie  power  which  is  hereby  con-

That  the  Bill  do  pass,  and  the  Title  be  :  **  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Qi4^bec  License  Law  ; "  the  House  divided  :  and  it  was  resolved  in  the  Affir- 
mative.

Honorable  House  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses,  as  well  as  the  documents  laid  bdore 
the  Committee,  relating  to  these  two  subjects.

By  Mr.  Mcintosh^ — Was  Mr.  Stenson,  School  Inspector,  on  leave  of  absence 
during  the  months  of  January  and  February  1887  ? 

2.  Is  the  Government  aware  that  during  these  months  he  was  a  very  active  worker 
in  the  election  of  the  Liberal  candidate  in  Richmotid  and  Wolfe^  convassing,  speaking  at 
public  meetings  and  directing  the  contest  generally  ? 

Answer  by  the  Hohorable  Mr.  Gagmniy — The  present  Government  is  not  res- 
ponsible for  anything  that  public  officers  may  have  done  in  the  elections  before  their 
coming  into  office. 

2.  The  Government  has  received  no  complaint  on  this  subject.

in  settlement  of  the  claim  of  the  said  William  P.  Locktvood,  mentioned  in  a  Petition  of 
Right  obtained  »by  the  latter  on  the  third  July  of  that  year,  and  under  which  he  took 
no  proceedings. 

"  That  on  the  2nd  December,  1887,  the  following  letter  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Lock- 
wood,  in  accordance  with  instructions  given  by  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands. 
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2nd  December  18aS7. 
"  Sir, 

I  have  tlie  lienor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  28th  June  last 
addressed  to  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  requesting  indemnifica- 
tion at  the  hands  of  the  Government  of  this  Province  for  losses  you  state  have  been  sus- 
tained by  you  in  connection  with  certain  mining  enterprises  in  the  seigniory  of  Riga^id- 
Vaiuireuil  etc.,  etc.,  and  in  reply,  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  after  a  most  careful  examin 
ation  of  the  whole  matter  by  the  Honorable  the  Solicitor  General,  as  well  as  by  this 
Department,  the  Government  consider  that  in  view  of  no  injustice  having  been  practised 
on  you  by  them,  they  are  of  opinion  that  you  are  consequently  not  entitled  to  any  com- 
pensation from  them  either  by  right  or  in  equity.

That  this  letter  was  based  on  the  opinion  of  the  Honorable  Solicitor  General  and  on 
a  special  report  of  Mr.  L.  L,  Bivard,  Superintendent  of  the  Crown  Domain  in  the  Crown 
Lands  Department ; 

That  on  the  28th  June,  1887,  Mr.  Lockwood  produced  for  the  first  time  a  claim 
against  the  Crown,  although  the  facts  upon  which  he  based  his  claim  occurred,  according 
to  him,  from  the  itioutii  of  June,  1877  to  the  month  of  September,  1878 ; 

That  in  1879,  the  said  Lockwood  abandoned  all  his  rights  to  lot  12  SL  Ckarf(4 
range.  Seigniory  Rigaiid-  Vaiuireuil  and  respecting  which  the  difficulty,  which  would  seem 
to  have  been  the  principal  cause  of  the  claim,  arose  in  1877  between  him  and  a  oompany 
called  the  St.  Otige  Company  ; 

That  this  difficulty  as  well  as  all  other  difficulties  which  may  have  arisen  in  1^^77 
and  1878,  respecting  the  exercise  of  mining  rights  and  of  the  riglit  of  ownership  of  the 
surface,  in  the  Beauce  Mining  District,  and  i.i  which  Mr.  Arthur  Lochvood^  or  Messrs 
A,  Lochvood  &  Co.,  were  mixed  up,  receive  I  proper  attention  from  the  de  Boucher- 
vifJe  Goveniment  and  the  Honorable  A.  R.  Angers,  at  that  time.  Attorney  General, 
gave  the  following  two  opinions. 

Quebec,  30th  November,  1877. 

I  find  no  provision  of  the  law  which  gives  the  Inspector  of  gold  mines  the  right  to 
intervene  in  the  difficulty  between  Mr.  Lockwood  and  Mr.  *S'^.  Onge.  If  Mr.  Lftcktvottd. 
as  possessor  of  the  mining  right,  has  been  troubled  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  right,  it  is 
for  him,  as  for  any  other  proprietor,  to  protect  iiiinself,  against  trespassing  of  third 
parties.

The  difficulties  which  have  arisen  between  Messrs  St.  Onge  and  Lockwood  are  dif- 
ficulties of  a  private  cliaracter  whicli  the  Inspector  has  not  the  power  to  settle.  The 
interested  parties  may,  according  to  their  own  judgment,  submit  their  claims  to  the 
Courts.

That  these  opinions  of  the  Honorable  Attorney  General  referred  to  the  right  of  the 
Inspector  of  mines  to  decide  the  question  of  ownership  of  the  surface  and  to  the  mines, 
and  not  to  the  form  of  the  License  itself,  as  appears  by  the  memoranda,  reports  and  peti- 
tions iSled ; 

That  on  the  first  of  April  1878,  the  Honorable  F.  Langelier,  then  Commissioner  of 
Crown  Lands,  had  the  following  letter  sent  to  Mr.  Duchesnay,  then  Mining  Inspector. 

Crown  Lands  Department,  1st  April  1878. 
Sir, 

With  reference  to  your  memorandum  of  the  23rd  ultimo,  respecting  certfiin  difficul- 
ties between  Mr.  Lockwood  and  the  St-Onge  Mining  Co.,  in  connection  with  the  Chau- 
diere  gold  mines,  the  Honorable  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  directs  me  to  reply  : 

1.  That  you  must  conform  to  the  opinion  given  by  the  law  officers,  on  the  30th 
November  1877. 

2.  That  you  must  not  interfere  in  the  difficulties  which  may  arise  in  connection 
with  the  right  of  mining  on  such  or  such  a  lot,  as  these  difficulties  are  to  be  left  to  the 
decision  of  the  courts  ; 

3.  That  you  must  understjind  that  the  license  issued  by  you  authorizes  the  bearer 
to  mine  only  as  regards  the  Crown  and  cannot  affect  the  rights  of  third  parties. 

4.  That  in  order  to  avoid  any  wrong  interpretation  of  the  licenses,  you  must  use  a 
new  form  which  will  merely  state  that,  in  so  far  as  it  is  concerned,  the  Crown  has  no 
objection  to  the  bearer  mining,  but  should  say  nothing  of  the  rights  of  third  parties,  of 
which  rights  the  courts  are  the  sole  judges. 

The  Commissioner  is,  however,  of  opinion  that  you  may  use  the  old  form  by  striking 
out,  as  in  the  form  which  I  enclose,  all  the  words  from  "  but "  in  the  3rd  line  to  the 
word  "  company  "  in  the  6th  line,  both  words  inclusive. 

Finally,  I  i*eturn  you  the  documents  annexed  to  your  memorandum,  and  fo warded  to 
this  office  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioner,

That  Mr.  Lockwood  bases  his  claim  chiefly  upon  a  change  in  the  form  of  license  to 
mine  on  private  lands,  which  cliange  consists  in  certain  words  which  refer  to  the  DeLery 
Company,  namely,  the  words  refe.  red  to  in  the  latter  p  Drtion  of  the  above  letter,  having 
been  struck  out. 

That  the  official  proof  adduced  shows  that  such  change  could  only  have  been  made 
since  the  1st  April,  1878,  and  that,  by  a  letter  of  the  Honorable  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands,  dated  the  10th  May,  1878,  the  mining  inspector  was  instructed  not  to  issue 
licenses  to   mine   on  private  lands  until  further  orders  ; 

That  the  fact  that  a  license,  dated  the  23rd  June,  1877,  was  issued  in  favour  of  one 
Bolduc,  with  the  words  struck  out,  a  fact  not  admitted  by  ^w.  Eiu  rd  vf ho  wa&  the 
mining  inspector  at  that  time,  notadniitted  by  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands 
and  a  fact  which  is  contrary  to  all   the   documentary  evidence   adduced,    that  such  fact 
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oould  not  be  prejudicial  to  Mr.  A.  Locktvood  or  to  il.  Lockwood  dt  Co.^  for  the  i-eason 
that  the  miner  was  in  the  employ  of  A.  Lockwood  or  of  A.  Locktvood  <k  Co.^  and  that 
a  license  for  Bolduc  was  issued  at  their  request. 

That,  taking  into  consideration  the  above  facts  and  the  other  facts  and  circum- 
sttmces  mentioned  in  the  documents  and  evidence  submitted  to  this  House,  this  House  is 
of  opinion  that  the  Government  should  not  have  settled  Mr.  Lochvood's  claim  for  many 
reasons,  the  following  amongst  others  :  ^ 

1.  Because  the  claimant  has  not  established  his  claim  in  a  legal  or  sufficient  manner 
from  any  point  of  view. 

2.  Because,  after  having  taken  the  usual  precautions,  the  Government,  through  the 
medium  of  the  Crown  Lands  Department,  decided  that  this  claim  was  unfounded  in  law 
and  in  equity  and  entirely  rejected  it  on  the  2nd  December,  1887,  and  because  there 
were  no  sufficient  reasons  for  altering  this  decision  ; 

3.  Because  the  action  taken  by  the  DeBoucJierville  and  J(dy  Governments,  in  con- 
nection with  this  question,  should  have  induced  the  present  Government  not  to  admit 
Mr.  Lockwood! B  claim  as  well  founded. 

4.  Because  the  cause  or  origin  of  this  claim  is  connected  solely  with  private  rights, 
and  the  courts  of  the  country  were,  by  law,  the  only  competent  judges  of  the  diificulties 
which  may  have  arisen  respecting  such  private  interests,  as  was  so  truly  stated  by 
the  Attorney-General  in  1877. 

5.  Because  the  Government,  having  once  granted  the  Petition  of  Right,  as  it  did  on 
the  3rd  July,  1888,  should  not,  under  the  circumstances,  have  stopped  the  proceedings 
on  such  petition,  but  should  have  acted  with  more  prudence  and,  in  the  public  interest, 
have  obtained  a  decision  on  the  subject  from  the  courts  of  the  country,"  inserted  instead 
thereof. 

Mr.  Duplessia,  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Mclntoshy  That  the  following  words  be  added  at  the  end  thereof  :  "  That,  moreover, 
this  House  regrets  that  the  inquiry  into  this  matter  and  the  whole  of  the  circumstances 
relating  thereto,  are  of  a  nature  to  give  rise  to  the  belief  that  the  settlement  between  the 
Government  and  Mr.  Lockwood,  was  brought  about  by  the  de&ire  to  favor  a  friend  of  the 
present  Government,  Mr.  Ernest  Facatid" 

And  the  Question  being  put,  on  the  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment ; 
the  House  divided  :  and  the  names  being  called  for,  they  were  taken  down,  as  follow  :

And  the  Question  on  the  amendment  being  again  proposed  ; 
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The  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment, 
seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  ShehyUy  That  all  the  words  after  "  That "  to  the  end  of 
the  Question,  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  It  appears  by  the  documents  produced  that 
Mr.  Lockwoods  claim  wa9  for  $75,O0b,  based  upon  damages  resulting  from  illegal  alter- 
ations in  mining  licenses,  made  by  the  Grown  Lands  Department  in  1877. 

That  the  Government's  legal  advisers  recommended  that  the  suit  be  settled  ;  as  its 
issue,  in  their  opinion,  would  be  favorable  to  Mr.  Lockwood  and  that  in  a  report,  dated 
the  3rd  October,  1888,  made  to  the  Honorable  Mr.  Dtihamelj  they  said  : 

"  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  this  morning  we  have  to  say  that  if  Mr.  Lockwood  is 
prepared  to  accept  $10,000  and  give  the  Government  a  final  discharge  in  full  of  all  claims, 
we  advise  you  to  accept  that  offer.  Although  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  what 
damages  would  be  allowed  Mr.  Lockitood,  we  have  no  doubt  whatever,  from  what  we 
know  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  that,  before  the  arbitrators,  he  would  get  at  least  double 
the  amount  which  you  see  he  is  disposed  to  accept. 

We  know  that  he  made  ruinous  disbursements  to  work  the  mines  on  a  large  scale. 
The  action  of  the  Government  has  practically  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  work 
them.  He  was  obliged  to  protect  his  property  against  constant  trespasses  by  persons 
who  relied  on  the  decision  of  the  Govemnjent.  Several  of  those  who  worked  the  mines, 
in  violation  of  his  rights  and  under  the  illegal  protection  afforded  them  by  the  Government, 
have  made  a  great  deal  of  money.     One  alone  is  said  to  have  made  over  $30,000." 

That  the  Government  acted  prudently  under  the  circumstances,  in  settling  for  $10,- 
000  a  claim  of  $75,000,  considered  as  a  very  serious  one,  and  in  putting  an  end  to  a  suit 
of  which  the  probable  result,  might,  in  the  opinion  of  the  legal  advisers  of  the  Govera- 
ment)  have  been  very  unfavorable  to  the  Province,"  inserted  Instead  thereof. 

And  the  Question  being  put  on  the  amendment  to  the  said  proposed  amendment ;

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  granting  to 
Her  Majesty  tlie  moneys  required  for  the  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  financial 
years  ending  on  the  30th  June,  1889,  and  on  the  30th  June,  1890,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses connected  with  the  public  service  ; 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Shelij/n  moved,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier,  and 
the  Question  being  proposed.  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  a  second  time  ; 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Taillon  moved  in  amendment  to  the  Question,  seconded  by  the 
Honorable  Mr.  Robertson^  That  the  words  "  Whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety, 
that  on  the  occasion  of  appointments  to  a  position  under  tne  Government  of  this  Pro- 
vince or  in  any  of  the  departments  or  of  the  obtaining  of  certain  ministerial  favors,  it 
has  become  the  custom  for  the  party  then  in  power  and  for  certain  of  its  friends  who 
are  about  the  Government  and  without  its  being  possible  for  the  Government  to  ignore  it^ 
to  have  more  or  less  considerable  sums  of  money  paid,  if  not  as  a  direct  consideration  for 
such  appointments  or  the  obtaining  of  such  favours,  at  least  in  connection  with  the 
same. 

Whereas  the  present  Government  has  Ijeen  publicly  accused  of  having  paid  an 
amount  of  SI  5,000  to  Mr.  Daniel  Ford,  notwithstanding  the  protest  of  the  contractor  Mr. 
J.  P.  Whelan  and  under  circumstances  which  would  indicate  that  such  payment  was 
made  contrary  to  the  interests  of  the  public  and  for  reasons  or  considerations  which  are 
not  jitetifiable. 

Whereas  considerable  amounts  have  been  paid  by  the  present  Government  to  Mr, 
J,  P.  Whelan,  contractor  for  the  Quebec  Court  House  and  t6  Mr.  Alphonse  Charhbois^ 
contractor  for  the  Legislative  Buildings. 

Whereas  several  contested  claims  for  very  large  amounts  have  been  settled  by  the 
Government. 

Whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety  that  from  and  out  of  the  sums  so  paid, 
the  said  contractors  have  at  various  dates  subscribed  in  favour  of  the  party  now  in  power 
or  of  the  friends  of  such  party,  amounts  sufficiently  considerable  to  give  nse  to  suspicion. 

Whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety  that  from  and  out  of  the  sums  paid  under 
the  present  Government  as  subsidies  to  railways,  the  railway  companies  have  had  to  pay 
considerable  amounts  to  intermediate  agents  to  obtain  the  payment  of  their  subsidies. 

This  House  deems  it  its  duty  to  protest  against  these  facts  which  are  calculated  to 
inspire  mistrust  as  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Province,  and  which  cannot 
but  be  prejudicial  to  public  interest ",  be  added  at  the  end  thereof. 

Mr.  Lemieux  moved  in  amendment  to  tlie  said  proposed  amendment,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Tessier,  That  all  the  words  after  "  That  "  to  the  end  of  the  Question,  be  left  out,  and 
the  words  "there  is  no  evidence  before  this  House  and  the  public  of  the  facts  alleged  in 
the  said  motion,  which  must  be  considered  as  made  gratuitously  and  calumniously  with 
a  view  to  party  success  and  in  a  manner  calculated  to  depreciate  our  financial  institutions. 

That  tlie  system  of  insinuations  followed  by  the  opposition  is  a  deplorable  one  and 
in  the  interest  of  their  own  dignity  and  that  of  the  Province  they  should  abandon  such 
a  system  and  bring  forward  manfully  and  directly  any  charges  they  may  have  to  bring ;

Then  the  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  addressed  His  .Honor 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  as  followeth  : 

May  it  please  Your  Honor, 

In  the  name  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  I  pre>sent  to 
Your  Honor  a  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  granting  to  Her  Majesty  the  moneys  re- 
quired for  the  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  financial  years  ending  on  the  30th 
June,  1889,  and  on  the  30th  June,  1890,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the 
public  service,"  to  which  I  humbly  request  Your  Honor's  Assent. 

To  this  Bill  the  Royal  Assent  was  signified  in  the  following  words  : 
In  Her  Majesty's  name.  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  thanks  her  dutiful  and 
loyal  subjects,  accepts  tlieir  benevolence  and  assentci  to  liiis  Bill. 

After  which  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Go vernor  was  pleased  to,  deliver  the  follow 
ing  Speech  to  both  Houses  : 

J/onorable  (jeutlenien  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

(rP.utlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assenibly  : 

In  bringing  to  a  close  the  important  labours  of  this  Session,  I  ha,ve  to  congratulate 
you  on  the  intelligent  manner  in  which  you  have  performed  your  public  duties  and   for 
he  courtesy  which  has  distinguislied  all  your  debates. 
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By  frequent  exhibitions  of  such  intelligence  and  courtesy,  our  Legislature  will  fur- 
ther strengthen  our  Provincial  Institutions  and  secure  for  them  the  respect  of  all  who 
dwell  in  this  great  country. 

You  have  passed  important  laws  which  will,  I  hope,  contribute  to  the  general  proc»- 
perity. 

Gentlenien  of  the  Legislative  Asseinbly  : 

[|  Tlie  Supplies  which  you  have  voted  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  public  service  will,  I 
hope,  be  expended  with  intelli^nt  economy,  and  in  thanking  you,  in  the  name  of  Her 
Majesty,  for  these  Supplies,  I  trust  that  they  will  be  so  applied  as  to  considerably  pro- 
mote Agriculture,  Colonization  and  Education. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  oftlie  Legislative  Co^tncUy 

Genilernen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

I  thank  you  for  the  zeal  manifested  by  you  in  the  performance  of  your  Legislative 
labours  and  assure  you  of  my  best  wishes  for  your  happiness  and  that  of  your  families 
and  for  the  prosperity  of  this  Province. 

Then  the  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  said  : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  CouncU  ;  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

It  is  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  will  and  pleasure.  That  this  Provincial 
Legislature  be  prorogued  until  Tuesday,  the  Thirtieth  day  of  April  next,  to  be  here 
holden  and  this  Provincial  Legislature  is  accordingly  prorogued  until  Tuesday,  the 
Thirtieth  day  of  April  next.

The  humble  petition  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
respectfully  represents  : 

That  at  a  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
held  at  Quebec,  at  the  Court  House,  on  the  30th  January  instant,  at  which  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  said  council  were  present,  namely  ;  Rouer  Roy,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  B&tonnier  Grene- 
ral  and  Honorable  Rodolphe  Laflamme,  both  of  Montreal  ;  Honorable  Fran9oi8  Lange- 
lier  and  George  Lampson,  Esq.,  of  the  city  of  Qaebec ;  Honorable  A.  Tarcott-  and  J.  L. 
Hould,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  of  Three-Rivers ;  William  T.  White,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  and  L.  E.  Panne- 
ton,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  of  Sherbrooke  ;  Eug.  Crepeau,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  of  Arthabaska  ;  J.  P.  Noyes, 
Esq.,  of  Bedford  and  S.  Pagnuelo,  Esq.,  Q.  C,  Secretary  Genei-al  and  member  of  the  said 
council  ; 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  represent,  by  petition,  to  Your  Honorable  House 
that  the  General  Council  is  opposed  : 

1.  To  Bill  No.  47  to  admit  to  the  liberal  professions,  without  examination,  holders 
of  diplomas  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  ; 

2.  To  the  Bill  which  tends  to  remove  from  the  Bar  the  right  of  determining  what 
causes  of  law  lectures  have  to  be  followed  by  students  in  order  to  give  Bachelors-at-Law 
the  privilege  of  being  exempted  from  one  year's  study  ; 

3.  To  the  Bills  for  erecting  the  Bar  of  the  district  of  Ottawa  into  a  section  ; 

4.  To  the  private  Bills  now  before  the  Legislature  for  admitting  the  petitioners  to 
the  profession,  without  passin;;^  the  preliminary  examination  for  admission  to  study. 

The  following,  amongst  others,  are  the  reasons  which  have  led  the  General  Council  to 
oppose  these  various  measures  ; 

I.  As  regards  Bill  No.  47,  the  experience  of  Bar  examinations  has  shown  that  the 
University  degrees  granted  in  this  Province  are  not  always  a  pi  oof  of  the  qualification 
of  the  graduates,  especially  if  one  may  judge  by  the  degrees  granted  for  legal  studies.  In 
the  second  place,  McGill  University,  as  was  proved  before  a  committee  of  the  House  in 
1886,  gives  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  to  all  students  who  complete  the  course  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  while  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  granted  only  to  a  very  small 
numl^r  o%  students  in  the  colleges  afiiliat'Od  to  Laval  University,  and  there  are  classical 
colleges  in  this  Province  which  have  not  the  right  of  granting  University  degrees.  In 
order  to  do  justice  to  all  the  classical  colleges  equally,  it  would  be  necessary  to  fulmit, 
without  examination,  all  students  who  have  followed  a  complete  course  of  study  in  tl^e 
classical  colleges  of  the  Province.  Tt  lias  been  found,  by  the  experience  aajuired  at  Bar 
examinations,  that  the  classical  studies  in  a  great  many  colleges  are  not  of  a  sufficiently

high  degree  to  allow  of  their  certificates  being  accepted  without  further  examiaation  : 
that  several  sciences,  which  are  considered,  important,  are  greatly  neglected  in  most  of 
the  colleges  ;  that  the  programme  and  method  of  examination  adopted  by  the  Bar  have 
had  the  effect  of  compelling  the  classical  colleges  to  be  more  careful  with  their  course 
of  studies  and  of  compelling  the  students  to  follow  it  more  attentively  and  assiduously. 

We  think  we  are  in,  a  position  to  state  that  these  examinations  have  already  had  the 
etiect  of  raising  the  level  of  the  classical  studies  and  are  of  opinion  that  to  adopt  the 
me^isure  proposed  by  Bill  No.  47  would  be  a  retrograde  movenent. 

II.  Under  the  law  of  1866,  graduates  in  law  of  Univereities  were  granted  the 
privilege  of  being  exempted  from  one  year  of  study.  This  privilege  is  based  on  the  presump- 
tion that  the  graduates  have,  hdimfide^  followed  the  course  of  law  lectures  for  thi-ee  years. 
Now  it  is  well  known  that  degi'ees  in  la-- v,  until  very  lately,  were  granted  to  students  who 
had  followed  the  Xe^ctMTe&profonnd  only,  and  that  Faculties  of  Law  also  gave  lectures />ro 
formd  only.  The  same  act  of  1866  gave  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  the  priW- 
lege  of  prescribing  the  course  of  law  lectures  which  the  Universities  were  to  be 
obliged  to  give,  in  order  that  their  diplomas  should  confer  the  above  privilege.  The  Bar 
has  repeatedly  asked  the  Government  to  prescribe  such  ooui-se,  but  without  success.  In 
1885,  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown,  finally  informed  the  Bar  that  this  matter  did  not 
fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Government  and  that  it  belonged  to  the  Bar.  The  law 
was  therefore  changed  in  1886,  transferring  to  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar  the  powers 
which,  for  twenty  years,  had  belonged  to  the  Crown  and  which,  for  twenty  years,  had 
remained  a  dead  letter. 

The  General  Council  of  the  Bar,  after  having  examined  the  course  of  law  of  each  of 
the  Faculties  of  Law  and  having  consulted  the  said  Faculties,  passed  a  by-law  to  deter- 
mine the  numl)er  of  lectures,  to  be  followed  by  the  students  during  three  years,  on  each 
branch  taught  in  the  Universities.  This  by-law  has  only  been  in  force  since  the  first  of 
January,  1887,  and  it  is  already  admitted  by  all  that  it  has  had  the  most  beneficial  results, 
by  obliging  the  students  to  follow  the  lectures  more  regularly  and  the  universities  to  give 
their  lectures  in  a  more  efficient  manner.  The  Bill  now  liefore  the  House,  to  take  this 
power  from  the  General  Council,  would  have  a  disastrous  eftect  on  the  teaching  of  the 
Law  and  on  hiejher  education  in  general.  Therefore  your  petitioners  pray  you,  in  the 
name  of  the  public  good  and  of  the  legal  profession,  not  to  take  this  right  from  the 
General  Council. 

III.  According  to  the  Bar  Act  of  1886,  there  exist  six  sections  in  the  Province, 
each  of  which  has  its  representatives  in  the  General  Council  and  on  the  Provincial  Board 
of  Examiners  ;  it  is  also  provided  that  the  General  Council  may  establish  new  sections, 
in  the  districts  where  there  are  at  least  thirty  resident  advocates.  The  establishment  of 
a  section  gives  the  district  a  right  to  be  represented  in  the  General  Council  and  on  the 
Board  of  examiners.  Ekich  of  the  existing  sections  has  three  representatives  on  the 
Board  of  examiners  and  one  or  two  representatives  to  the  General  Council.  The  Ottawa 
Bar,  hjxs  not,  according  to  tlie  roll,  the  necessary  number  of  members  to  be  erected 
into  a  new  section  ;  moreover  it  has  never  petitioned  the  General  Council  for  that 
purpose.  The  Council  protests  against  the  intervention  of  the  Legislature,  with  respect 
to  the  creation  of  new  sections  beyond  the  provisions  of  the  general  act.  If  the  Ottawa 
Bar  desires  to  establish  a  library  for  its  own  use,  the  existing  law  gives  its  mefhl)ers  all 
the  facilities  for  so  doing,  by  forming  themselves  into  a  library  association.  It  is  not  desir- 
able for  the  general  good  that  there  should  be  too  great  a  number  of  sections,  and  your 
petitioners  raspectfully  submit  that  this  exceptional  law  would  create  a  dangerous  prece- 
dent, resulting  in  subverting  the  organization  of  the  Bar  without  any  apparent  benefit. 
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IV.  As  regards  the  private  balls  now  before  the  Legislature  for  the  admission  of  the 
petitioners  to  the  practice  of  Law,  without  passing  the  examinations  required  for  admis- 
sion to  study,  the  undersigned  represent  that  the  General  Council  has  aJone  the  control 
over  examinations  for  admission  to  study  and  practice,  and  that  the  petitioners  for  such, 
private  bills  should  have  applied  to  the  General  Council  V^nd  set  forth  the  reasons  which 
they  might  have  for  not  submitting  to  the  common  law,  Formerly  every  section  had  the 
right  to  admit  to  the  study  and  practice  of  law.  This  system  was  altered  and  the  con- 
trol of  the  examinations  given  to  the  General  Council  and  to  a  single  board  of  examiners 
for  the  Province,  with  the  object : 

1st.  Of  establishing  a  uniform  standard  throughout  the  Province  and,  consequently^ 
one  that  would  be  fairer  for  all ;  2nd.  Of  raising  the  level  of  classical  and  legal  studies 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  the  profession  ;  3rd.  Of  removing  the  examiners 
from  local  and  personal  influences  and  the  importunities  of  the  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  candidates. 

The  present  system  gives  general  satisfaction  and  has  already  produced  very  good 
results. 

The  undersigned  hope  that  your  Honorable  House  will  protect  the  profession 
against  all  attempts  to  infringe  its  constitution,  rights  and  privileges,  and  that  it  will  not 
listen  to  the  recommendations  which  may  be  made  by  the  councils  of  sections,  which  are 
always  more  or  less  subject  to  local  and  personal  influences  and  who  are  not  charged 
with  the  examinations.  Whenever  favorable  cases  may  occur  in  which  an  exception 
may  be  made  to  the  general  rule,  the  general  council  is  the  only  one  which,  by  law,  can 
grant  such  privilege  and  be  in  a  position  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  such  applications. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  Your  Honorable  House  not  to  take  into  consideration 
any  applications  for  private  bills  which  may  be  made,  without  the  approval  of  the 
Greneral  Council ;  and,  in  any  case,  not  to  grant  the  favour  of  passing  private  bills,  without 
subjecting  the  petitioners  to  the  obligation  of  passing  the  preliminary  examination  for 
the  study  of  law,  as  well  as  the  final  examination  for  practice. 

They  also  pray  you  not  to  grant  any  demands  to  alter  or  amend  the  Bar  act,  with- 
out consulting  the  General  Council,  the  natural  protector  of  its  interests. 


And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  representing  the  McGill  University,  huoiblj 
showeth  : 

That  Your  Petitioners  in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  represented  to  Your 
Honorable  House  the  evils  arising  from  certain  disabilities  infliicted  on  tlie  Unii-ersity, 
and  through  it  on  professional  education,  by  the  regulations  of  the  Council  of  the  Bar. 
and  also  the  netessity  that  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  should  be  here,  as  in  other 
countries,    recognized  as  sufficient  qualification  for  entrance   into  professional  study ; 

Tliat  the  relief  nought  for  was  not^  obtained,  but  that .  Bills  are  again  before  the 
Legislature  having  this  object  in  view ; 

That  representations  have  been  miide  to  Your  Honorable  House  in  a  memorial 
signed  by  tlie  Batonnier  General  and  S^retary  of  the  Council  of  the  Bar  to  the  effect 
■  that  degrees  have  been  granted  to  students  in  Law  whb  hdd  follttwed  the  lectures  pro- 
fartnd  only,  and  that  the  Faculty  has  given  lectured  proformd  only.  These  allegations 
we  deny,  as  altogether,  at  variance  with  fact,  in  so  far  as  this  University  is  concerned, 
atid  are  prepared  to  prove  the  same  by  the  records  of  our  Faculty  of  Law  for  a  gre^t 
number  of  years,  a;s  well  as  by  the  success  of  gradtliates  in  passing  the  examinations  for 
admission    to  the  practice  of  Law. 

Representations  have  also  been  made  in  the  same  memorial  to  the  effect  that  t^e 
University  gives  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  to  all  students  who  complete  the  course 
*in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

If,  under  this  statement,  the  final  examinations  for  the  degree  are  alone  referred  to, 
this  is  only  what  might  in  many  cases  be  expected,  since  students  in  Arts  of  this  Uni- 
versity must  first  pi^s  a  matriculation  e'xamination  in  which  the  average  failures  amount 
to  more  than  28  per  cent,  and  must  thereafter  pursue  a  course  extending  over  three  or 
four  yeara,  in  which  eight  other  examinations  have  to  be  passed,  in  all  of  which  some 
candidates  are  rejected,  so  that,  though  few  fail  in  the  final  examinations,  yet  less  than 
52  per  cent  of  those  who  enter  for  the  degree  of  B.  A.  actually  attain  to  it.  Statistics 
proving  these  facts  have  been  published  in  the  public ,  prints  and  in  reports  of  this  Uni- 
versity. It  is  however  evident  that  the  said  allegation  is  made  with  the  \T[ew  of  creat- 
ing an  impression  that  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  given  by  this  University 
without  sufficient  qualification,  which  is  altogether  incorrect.  We  therefore  deny  the 
truth  of  this  allegation  in  the  connection  in  which  it  appears  in  the  memorial  referred 
to,  and  re-affirm  the  statement  made  in  our  previous  petition,  to  the  etiect  that  in  the 
case  of  tho.se  wlio  have  taken  the  degree  in  Arts  of  the  Univeraities,  this  degree  should 
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be  rQcogaized  ai^  qualifjing  ito  en^r  on  professional  study  without  further  examination. 
In  all  other  countries  possessing. Univeraitiea,  this  privilege  isgiven^  and  it  is  obviously 
expedient,  as  inducing  candidates  to  pursue  a  thorough  and  liberal  education.  It  is  also 
submitted  in  this  oonneeybion,  that  the  course  of  study  in  Arts  of  the  Protestant  Uni- 
yersities  is  in  every  ciespect adequate,  and  is  equal  to  that  given  in  other  countries,  and 
to  which  such  privileges,  are  there  granted.  In  proof  of  the  above  statements  the  most 
ample  evidence  can  be  submitted  if  desired. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  that  no  credence  may  be  given  to  the  alle- 
gations and  misstatements  above  controverted,  and  that  Your  Honorable  House  will  be 
pleased  to  grant  the  relief  desired  in  the  premises  ;  and  your  petitioners  as  in  duty 
bound  will  ever  pray.

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Thus,  on  the  average  of  these  six  years,  less  than  52  per  cent  of  those  who  presented 
themselves  as  candidates  for  entrance  in  any  one  year  eventually  reached  the  B.  A.

The  petition  of  Bishop's  College  Lennoxville  represented  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
University  and  the  Principal  of  the  College : 

Whereas  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar  have  seen  fit  to  oppose  by  petition  the 
passage  of  the  Bill  (No.  47),  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  recognition  of  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  admission  to  the  study  of  the  legal,  notarial  and  medical 
professions  *'  and  have,  by  their  petition,  assigned  as  a  reason  for  their  opposition  "  that 
the  experience  of  Bar  examinations  has  shown  that  the  University  degrees  granted  in 
this  Province  are  not  always  a  proof  of  the  qualification  of  the  graduates,"  and  fur- 
ther that  "  McGill  University  gives  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  to  all  students  who 
complete  the  course  in  the  faculty  of  Arte,  while  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arte  ia 
granted  only  to  a  very  small  number  of  studente  in  the  Colleges  affiliated  to  Laval  Uni- 
versity, "  and  whereas  in  the  said  petition  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar,  no  reference 
is  made  to  the  graduates  of  the  University  of  Bishop's  College  as  to  the  education  given 
in  the  said  College,  although  the  said  University  has  been  in  existence  nearly  forty 
years,  and  possesses  Faculties  of  Divinity,  of  Arte,  of  Law  and  of  Medicine, 

Therefore  it  seems  to  us  necessary,  as  well  on  behalf  of  the  Higher  Education  in 
this  Province,  as  on  behalf  of  our  University,  that  we  should  unhesitatingly  controvert 
the  statemente  made  by  the  General  Council  of  the  Bar,  and  positively  affirm  to  the 
contrary  that  the  best  test  which  can  be  afforded  of  the  qualification  of  the  Candidates 
for  admission  to  study  the  professions,  is  that  given  by  the  University  degree  as  obtained 
in  the  University  of  Bishop's  College  and  the  other  Universities  of  the  Province.  And  in 
order  that  your  Honorable  body  may  be  able  to  judge  as  to  the  value  of  such  degree,  we 
submit  the  following  particulars  as  to  Matriculation  and  Course  of  Study  in  this  our 
UnWersity.  • 

MATRICULATION, 

Candidates  for  Matriculation  are  obliged  to  pass  the  examinations  shown  in  the 
printed  document  h(».rewith,  in  which  they  must  take  a  minimum  of  forty  per  cent  of  the 
aggregate  of  marks. 

Should  any  candidate  fail  in  any  one  or  more  subjecte,  he  may  remain  as  a  proba- 
tioner in  the  College  for  a  year,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  can  again  be  examined. 

There  are  always  more  or  less  of  these  probationary  or  preparatory  students  in  tlie 
College. 
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College  Course. 

The  regular  Course  is  of  three  years,  each  of  nine  months  duration,  en' '5  year  divided 
into  three  terms.  Michaelmas  Term,  Lent  Term,  Trinity  Term.  Examinations  are  held 
at  the  end  of  Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms,  in  the  work  of  the  Term.  These  examinations 
are  conducted  by  the  College  Staff.  At  the  end  hi  each  year  special  examinations  are 
held.  The  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  give  the  privilege,  to  candidates 
who  have  obtained  first  class  marks,  of  an  option  to  complete  their  course  in  either  the 
Classical  or  Mathematical  group  of  subjects,  and  the  range  of  subjects  in  each  group  is 
wider  and  more  difficult  than  for  the  ordinary  degree.  The  successful  candidates  in 
these  groups  are  called  "  Honor  Men." 

At  the  same  time  the  ordinary  degree  is  equal  to  the  like  degi-ee  of  the  English 
Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge.  No  degrees  ai-e  given  in  course  to  students 
without  examination,  and  the  yearly  examinations  are  conducted  by  qualified  examiners 
from  other  seats  of  learning  in  addition  to  the  regular  Staff  of  the  College.  Referenoe 
to  the  Calend&r  of  the  year  1888-89  at  pages  17  and  following,  appended  hereto,  will 
show  the  subjects  and  the  text  books  required  for  the  examinations  at  the  close  of  the 
year  in  June  next. 

For  a  First  Class,  a  minimum  of  75  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  marks  is  required ; 
For  a  Second  Class,  a  minimum  of  50  per  cent ; 
For  a  Third  Class,  a  minimum  of  33 J  per  cent. 

It  is  absurd  to  pretend  that  a  man  who  has  thus  worked  steadily  for  three  or  four 
consecutive  years,  and  has  passed  at  least  six  terminal  examinations  and  three  yearly 
examinations,  nine  in  all,  in  all  the  varied  subjects  of  £he  course,  the  last  of  which  only 
at  the  end  of  the  third  year  entitles  him  to  receive  his  degree  ;  it  is,  we  say,  absurd  to 
pretend  that  such  a  man  has  not  received  a  "  liberal  education." 

This  University  does  not  complain  that  the  Bar  or  any  profession  should  insist  on 
their  candidates  giving  proof  of  a  liberal  education.  The  complaint  is  tliat  the  Bar 
rejects  the  l>est  proof  and  accepts  proof  that  admits  inferior  men. 

The  object  of  Higher  Education  is  to  prepare  men  dy  continued,  steady  study  of 
high  class  subjects  under  men  of  reputation — to  qualify  them  for  technical  studies 
whether  of  Divinity,  Ijaw,  Medicine  or  Applied  Science  in  its  varied  branches.  The 
restriction  desired  to  be  imposed  by  the  Bar  tends  to  lower  the  standard  by  keeping  men 
out  of  the  Universities. 

Therefore  your  petitioners  respectfully  submit  that  the  change  in  the  Law  as  con- 
templated by  Bill  No.  47  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  community  at  large.  And 
they  pray  that  your  Honorable  House  will  p«ws  the  said  Bill.

The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  Petition  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  of  McGill  University  respectfully  represents  : 

1.  That  at  and  before  the  time  of  Confederation,  the  said  University  had,  and  stUl 
possesses  in  virtue  of  express  powers  granted  it  by  Royal  Charter  and  sanctioned  by  law, 
a  regularly  established  Faculty  of  Law,  with  a  full  staff  of  Professors,  whose  courses  of 
lectures  since  the  establishment  of  said  Faculty  have  formed  an  important  part  of  the 
educational  work  of  the  University,  and  of  legal  education  in  the  Province. 

2.  That  among  the  rights  and  privileges  so  expressly  granted,  and  subject  only  to 
the  approval  of  the  Responsible  Executive  of  the  Province  of  Canada  as  provided  by  the 
Act  29  and  30  Victoria,  Chapter  27,  the  said  University  had,  and  until  the  unjust  inter- 
ference herein  complained  of,  exercised  the  right  of  framing  and  prescribing  its  course  of 
study  necessary  to  constitute  a.  complete  legal  course  entitling  Law  Students  pursuing 
the  same  to  the  degree  of  B.  C.  L.,  to  admission  to  the  practice  of  the  law,  after  three 
years  contemporaneous  clerkship,  and  upon  an  examination  by  the  Bar. 

3.  That  your  Petitioners  complain  of  the  unjust  and  uncalled  for  interference 
of  the  Council  of  the  Bar  with  the  said  long  enjoyed  and  legally  established  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  said  University,  and  that,  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
Province,  49  and  50  Victoria,  Chapter  34,  section  49,  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Bar  Council  made  in  virtue  thereof,  tlie  said  University  has  in  fact  been 
deprived  of  the  said  rights  and  privileges  expressly  granted  it  by  Royal  Charter  and 
by  law,  of  framing  and  prescribing  its  course  of  study  in  law,  to  constitute  a  legal 
course,  subject  only  to  the  action  and  approval  of  the  executive  of  the  Pro^-ince, 
and  has  been  subjected  as  regards  such  course,  even  to  the  number  of  lectures  to  be 
delivered  on  each  subject,  to  the  absolute  and  unlimited  control  of  the  said  Bar  Council, 
which  is  an  irresponsible  and  changeable  body  not  entitled  to  exercise  such  control  over 
the  said  University  and  deprive  it  of  the  regulation  of  its  course  of  study,,  as  said 
Council  now  does,  on  pain  of  said  University  and  its  law  course  being  effectually  pros- 
cribed as  a  law  school  and  law  course  in  this  Province. 

4.  That  the  number  of  lectures  prescribed  by  said  Council  of  the  Bar  under  its  said 
regulations,  as  essential  to  a  legal  course  of  study,  is  in  the  judgment  of  your  petitioners 
unreasonably  and  uselessly  excessive,  if  not  positively  detrimental  to  the  delivery  of  prp- 
perly  classified  courses  in  the  different  years,  and  to  the  proper  mastering  of  the  subjects 
and  of  practice  by  students. 

5.  That  your  petitioners  maintain  that  the  said  University  ought  not  to  be  depri- 
ved, as  it  hath  been,  of  its  said  rights  and  privileges  and  of  said  valuable  constitutioruil 
guarantee  enjoyed  by  it  at  and  since  Confederation  in  educational  matters,  of  Ijeing 
subject  only  to  the  responsible  Executive  of  the  Province  as  regards  the  sufficiency  of  its 
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course  of  l^al study  A^dresaid,  anA  ouglit  not  to  b6  sbl^ted  to  the  said  irresponsible 
Council  of  the  Bar,  and  power  giiven  to  the  lattet,  ks  'k^th  been  done,  to  effectually  close 
at  will  the  Faeulty  ^  law  of  «adA  University  for  al&  practical  purposes,  by  prescribing 
courses  of  study  w^ich  it  is  tiqpossible  for  said  '^fti^ersity  to  comply  with. 

That  m»  cause  or  justificsdon  exists  for  ihe  ^Unjust  legislation  and  acts  herein  com-- 
plained  of  by  yonr  Petitioners.  That  the  sttitements  of  the  said  Bar  Council  in  its  Peti- 
tion, presented  1»  your  Htniorable  Body  at  the  present  session,  praying  that  the  relief 
desired  by  your  Petiticfners  be  not  grafted,  are  unfounded,  as  regards  said  University. 
That  tlie  staliement  in  sad^  Petition  of  ihe  Bar  Council,  "  that  degrees  in  law,  until  very 
lately,  were  gcHnted  to  Students  who  followed  the  lecture  pro  fonnd  only  '^  and  that- 
Pacn'lties  of  law  gave  leetRxres  pro/ormd  only  ",  is  not  true  in  respect  of  said  t/iiiv^*^y 
That  the  saiid  Univeraty -ooniidently  appeals  to  the  results  of  its  work,  in  the  large  nuniK 
l^eref  gradii«t<es  who  ihwre  availed  themselves  of  its  coui'se  in  law,  and  the  many  thereof 
'who  €x;cupy  liigh  and  honorable  positions  on  the  Bench,  at  the  Bar,  and  in  the  Legisla- 
tures, not  onKyof  this  but  other  Provinces.  That  no  less  than  193  of  the  practising  advo- 
cates of  this  Province,  «n  the  Bar  list,  are  graduaibes  in  law  of  said  University,  and  of  the 
£ngli^h  speaking  Barof  the  Province  no  less  than  110,  or  a  considerable  majority  of  the 
whole,  <are  its  graduates ;  and  in  the  District  of  Montreal,  nearly  the  whole  English 
-speaking  Bar,  admitted  since  the  law  Faculty  was  established,  and  including,  with  rare 
exceptions,  the  men  who  are  doing  the  law  business  of  that  Bar,  are  also  its  graduates. 
The  record  of  the  men  trained  in  said  University  and  their  present  proud  position  are 
the  ibest  refutation  .<tf  airy  aspersions  that  may  be  sought  to  be  cast  pn  its  Fa<^ulty  of  law, 
and  -the  best  proof  as  to  whether  such  an  institution  and  its  courses  of  study  require  to 
l)e  subjected  to  tke^eentrol  of  the  Council  of  the  Bar  on  pain  of  l^ing  proscribed. 
That  if  the  statement  of  the  said  Bar  Council  as  to  />ro  forrnd  courses  or  degrees  he 
^rue  iof  any  institxition  in  this  Province,  ample  protection  to  the  public  and  Bar 
against  the  same  is,  or  may  be  afforded  through  the  action  of  the  Executive  and  the 
right  .of  examination  possessed  by  the  Bar,  or  be  provided  for  by  legislation,  without 
the  nooessity  of  depriving  the  said  University  of  its  long  enjoyed  rights  and  reducing  it 
to  the  humiliating  position  presently  imposed  upon  it.  That  tlie  said  unjust  acts  and 
legislation  complained  of  by  your  Petitioners  are  calculated  to  create,  and  do  create  alarm 
for  the  future  of  the  said  University  and  its  most  cherished  rights  and  privileges,  upon 
which -such  acts  and  legislation  are  regarded  as  an  unwarranted  infringement,  and  great 
injury  is  and  will  -be  .thereby  done  to  s;iid  University  and  to  the  cause  of  education,  par- 
ticularrly  among  the  minority  of  the  Province.  That  so  soon  as  said  University  became 
awape  of  tlie  said  acts«nd  legislation  it  protested  against  the  same,  and  hath  continually 
so  done  to  the  present  tune. 

That  for  the  foregoing  reasons,  among  others,  your  petitioners  pray,  that  your  Hono- 
rable Body  may  be  .pleased  to  pass  an  act  repealing  the  said  section  49,  of  t)ie  said  Act 
49  and  50  Victoiia,  chapter  -34,  and  restoring  to  the  said  Univei-sity  its  said  rights,  pri- 
vileges and  ^arantees  hereto£ore  enjoyed  by  it,  and  that  your  Petitioners  may  he.  heard 
in  support  of  tliis  their  petition,  -and  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

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COMMITTEE  OF  INQUIRY  In  re  LELECTEVR  AND  THE  ROSS-TAILLON 

GOVERNMENT. 

Mr.  Ernest  Pacaud  was  called  to  complete  his  evidence. 

Mr.  Pacaud. — I  stated  yesterday  to  the  committee  tliat  Mr.  Theofred  Hamel  had 
told  me  in  the  month  of  April,  1887,  that  a  portion  of  the  money  paid  by  the  two  persons 
who  had  signed  the  two  notes  for  $50,000.00  had  been  given  to  the  members  of  the  Ross- 
Taillon  Cabinet  and  to  conservative  members  of  that  time.  I  have  obtained  since  that 
date  certain  documents  which  induce  me  to  believe  that  I  was  well  informed  by  Mr. 
Hamel. 

I  produce  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  Jean  Blanchet,  Provincial-Secretary  in  the 
Ross-Taillon  Cabinet,  and  which  read  as  follows  :

Mr.  Pacaud,  after  production  of  the  several  documents,  continued  : 

I  declare  that  I  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  payments  mentioned  in  the 
several  documents  which  I  now  produce;  but  I  believed  myself  justified  on  seeing  the 
documents  which  I  produce  and  knowing  of  the  existence  of  two  promissory  notes :  I 
believed  myself  justified,  and  I  still  believe  myself  justified  in  bringing  the  charges 
which  I  brought  in  the  Electeur  newspaper. 

By  Mr.  Gasgrain  : 

Q.  I  would  wish  to  know  the  date  at  which  each  of  the  payments,  mentioned  in 
those  documents,  was  made  ? 

A.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  any  of  such  payments  and,  therefore,  I  cannot  give  you 
the  dates. 

Q.  So  these  payments  might  have  been  made  after  the  general  elections  of  1886, 
a  long  time  after,  and  for  other  purposes. 

A.  Several  of  the  payments,  mentioned  in  those  documents,  might  have  been  made 
subsequent  to  the  general  elections.  I  do  not  know  the  date  of  those  payments,  because 
it  is  not  shown  on  the  papers  produced. 

Q.  For  what  purposes  were  the  said  payments  made  7 

A.  These  payments,  from  what  I  understood,  were  made  for  election  purposes. 

Q.  You  say,  from  what  you  understood.  What  made  you  believe  that  these  pay 
ments  were  made  for  electoral  purposes  1 

A.  T  am  not  obliged  to  answer  that. 

Mr.  Gasgrain. — Mr.  Ghairman,  I  demand  that  the  witness  reply  to  this  question  and 
I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect. 
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Witness. — I  refuse  to  answer. 

Mr.  Gasgrain. — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  you  to  order  the  witness  to  answer. 

Mr.  David. — (Chairman^)  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  question  put  to  the  witness  u& 
legal  one  and  that  the  witness  should  answer. 

Witness. — It  was  the  persons  who  handed  me  the  documents  in  question,  but  I 
refuse  to  give  the  names  of  those  persons. 

Q.  Who  are  the  persons  who  handed  you  these  documents  and  gave  you  that  inform- 
ation ? 

A.  I  refuse  to  answer 

Mr.  Gasgrain. — I  insist  upon  the  witness  answering. — Mr.  Ghairman.  We  hare  the 
right  to  know  who  gave  him  the  documents  and  information  so  as  to  be  able  to  summoa 
those  persons  and  ascertain  whether  the  information  is  correct. 

There  is  not  a  single  reason  which  can  excuse  the  witness  from  answering.  Does  he 
claim  his  privilege  as  an  advocate  ?     As  a  common  informer  1 

No,  he  is  an  ordinary  witness  and  I  afk  that  he  answer  my  question.  We  hare 
the  right  to  cross-examine  him. 

Mr.  Taillon  says  that  the  witness  has  produced  several  documents  but  will  not  t€ll 
the  committee  where  they  came  from.  The  Gommittee  must  at  least  know  their  origin  ; 
they  are  not  authentic,  official  or  notarial  documents  ;  they  may  be  any  piece  of  paper. 
If  we  do  not  know  the  persons  who  handed  him  those  documents,  how  can  we  summon 
them  1  There  is  a  desire  to  put  us  at  the  mercy  of  our  accusers. 

The  Ghairman  requests  the  witness  to  state  the  reasons  for  which  he  refuses  to  gi^^ 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  gave  him  such  information. 

Witness.  Because  they  are  the  persons  who  handed  me  the  documents  and  I  refuse 
to  give  their  names. 

By  Mr.  Lareau. 

Q.  You  refuse  to  give  the  names  of  these  persons  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  it  at  their  request  t  , 

A.  Yes,  at  their  request. 

By  the  Ghairman. 

Q.  These  persons  asked  you  not  to  give  their  names 

A.  Yes,  and  I  promised  them. 
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By  Mr.  Taillon. 

Q.  You  promised  them  that  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Hon.  M.  Taillon  asks  whether  the  witness  has  the  right  to  shield  himself  by  such 
a  promise  and  to  refuse  to  answer. 

By  Mr.  Lafontaine. 

Q.  Apart  from  the  personal  reasons  which  you  may  have,  are  there  any  reasons  of 
interest  which  prevent  you  from  answering  ? 

A.  I  refuse  to  answer,  notwithstanding  all  the  respect  I  may  have  for  the  Com- 
mittee. My  opponents  cannot  suffer  by  it ;  they  may  summon  the  parties  to  this  tran- 
saction and  examine  the  persons  mentioned  in  these  documents. 

Q.  Would  it  be  damaging  to  your  inquiry  to  give  the  names  of  the  persons  who 
gave  you  the  documents  ? 

A.  No.  The  reason  for  which  I  will  not  give  their  names  is  that  I  promised  them  I 
would  not  and,  moreover,  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  give  tliem. 

Mr.  David  proposes  that  the  decision  on  the  question  be  defen-ed  till  to-morrow  ;  but 
ibis  is  not  adopded. 

Messrs.  Robidoux,  Taillon,  Casgrain  and  Gagnon  take  part  in  the  debate. 

The  Cliairman  decides  that  the  witness  is  obliged  to  answer  the  question  as  the 
reasons  he  alleges  for  his  refusal  to  answer,  are  not  satisfactory. 

Witness.  With  all  the  respect  I  have  for  the  committee  I  persist  in  my  refusal. 

The  .question  is  referred  to  the  House. 


Honorable  Mr.  Taillon. — I  reserve  the  right  of  questioning  the  witness  when  the 
House  shall  have  given  its  decision. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned  until  the  14th  March  at  10  A.  M. 
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(Translation) 

Aphonse  Charlebois,  contractor,  residing  in  Quebec,  aged  48  years,  being  duly  sworn 
•n  the  Holy  Evangelists  doth  depose  and  say  : 

By  Mr.  Robidoux. 

Q.  In  1886,  Mr.  Charlebois,  were  you  contractor  for  the  construction  of  the  Legis 
lative  Buildings  in  Queljec  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Will  you  take  communication  of  this  document  f 

The  witness  takes  communication  of  the  document  and  reads  it  as  foliows  : 

Quebec,  15th  July,  1886. 

In  the  event  of  a  settlement  with  the  government  of  Quebec  of  the  claims  which  I 
have  against  it  as  contractor  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec,  up  to  this  date,  I 
promise  to  pay  to  bearer  and  at  sight  the  sum  of  lifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for 
good  and  valid  consideration,  on  condition  however  that  such  settlement  be  etfect^d  be- 
fore the  ensuing  local  elections. 

Q.  That  document  is  signed  by  A.  Charlebois  ? 

A.  About  this  document •^•m* 

Q.  It  is  your  name  that  is  signed,  it  is  your  signature  ? 

A.  Yes  I  signed  it. 

Q.  When  you  signed  that  document  were  you  a  creditor  of  the  Province  of  Queljec 
for  any  sum  in  connection  with  the  work  done  by  you  to  the  Legislative  Buildings  ? 

A.  Before  answering  that  question  I  would  like  to  explain  to  the  committee  under 
what  circumstances  I^ave  that  document. 

Q.  Mr.  Charlebois,  please  tell  us  whether  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  note  in 
question,  thut  is  from  the  Ifjth  July  1886  to  the  14th  October  1886,  the  date  of  the 
general  elections,  you  subscril)ed  any  sums  of  money  to  the  election  fund  of  the  party 
then  in  power  ?  If  so  please  say  what  amounts  you  subscril>ed  and  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons to  whom  such  su Inscriptions  were  given  ? 
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Hon.  Mr.  Taillon. — I  object  to  the  question  liecause  it  should  not  be  permitted,  at 
least  for  the  present,  to  adduce  such  evidence,  before  it  has  been  proved  or  attempted  to 
prove  what  is  stated  in  the  article  of  the  Electeur  of  the  7th  March,  1889,  viz  :  "  That 
the  Ross  Government  made  unscrupulous  proposals  to  its  contractors  (Mr.  Charlebois, 
the  witness,  was  one)  and  came  to  an  understanding  with  it  to  despoil  the  public  and  go 
halves  with  them  in  the  proceeds  of  the  shameful  transaction  in  order  to  bribe  the  elec- 
tors ;  and  that  after  much  discussioh,  the  ministers,  through  want  of  funds,  promised  to 
acknowledge  the  legitimacy  of  the  contested  claims,  kc" 

The  chairman  allows  the  question  to  be  put. 

Hon.  Mr.  Taillon. — Do  you  allow  it,  as  it  stands,  in  full  ? 

The  chaii*man  observes  to  Mr.  Robidoux  that  it  would  pechaps  be  better  not  to  ask 
the  witness  at  once  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  subscriptions  were  given.  The 
question  is  put  as  follows  : 

Q.  Mr.  Charlebois. — Will  you  state  whether  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  note  in 
question ;  that  is  from  the  15th  July  1886  to  the  14th  October  1886,  the  date  of  the  gene- 
ral elections,  you  subscribed  any  money  to  the  election  fund  of  the  party  then  in  power 
and  if  so  please  state  the  amount  subscribed. 

A.  My  answer  is  this.  I  never  paid  nor  subscribed  any  amount  to  any  one,  neither 
to  ministers  nor  to  any  member  of  the  House,  nor  to  any  chairman  of  any  committeft  in 
connection  with  the  Hamel  transaction,  neither  directly  nor  indirectly. 

Q.  The  question  put  you  is  to  know  whether  you  paid  any  amount  in  aid  of  the  elec- 
tions of  the  Conservative  party,  from  the  15th  July  1886  to  the  14th  October  1886  ? 

Hon.  Mr.  Taillon. — I  object  to  this  question,  because  in  view  of  the  answer  just  given 
it  is  evidently  illegal  and  outside  of  the  matters  which  the  committee  have  to  inquire 
into.     I  refer  to  the  charge. 

The  chairman  allows  the  question. 

A.  I  again  state  that  in  the  matter  of  the  Hamel  note,  I  did  not  subscribe  or  pay 
anything  to  any  minister  or  to  any  member  of  the  House  or  give  any  other  person  any 
sum,  any  amount  in  connection  with  this  transaction  and  I  decline  to  answer  questions 
which  relate  only  to  my  private  business  and  which  I  do  not  consider  as  affecting  this 
committee. 

Mr.  L'^reau,  moves  that  it  be  resolved  that  the  witness  do  answer  this  question  and 
that  the  committee  do  order  him  to  answer. 

The  motion  is  adopted. 

The  Witness. — I  am  not  an  informer.  The  committee  has  no  right  to  know  what  I 
am  not  obliged  to  tell  it  and  what  I  will  not  tell.  The  House  may  decide  what  it  likes, 
I  tell  you  I  will  not  answer. 

The  committee  decides  that  in  view  of  the  pei  sistence  of  the  witness  in  his  refusal 
to  answer  the  question  put  to  him,  report  thereof  be  made  to  the  House  in  order  that  the 
necessary  proceedings  may  be  adopted. 
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Hon.  Mr.  Taillon. — I  now  move  that  the  examination  of  the  other  witnesses  be  pro- 
ceeded with  and  I  ask  that  Mr.  Facaud  continue  his  proof. 

This  motion  is  seconded  by  Mr.  Casgrain  who  asks  that  Mr.  Theof  red    Hamel,  wko 
is  present,  be  examined. 

After  some  discussion  the  motion  is  rejected.  The  committee  then  sits    with   c]<»ed 
doors  and  afterwards  adjourns  to  the  16th  March  at  10  A.  M. 
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SECOND   REPORT  OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  BILL  (No.  104)  TO 

SECURE  A  REGULAR  FERRY  BETWEEN  THE  CITY  OF  QUEBEC 

AND  THE  TOWN  OF  LEVIS. 

Your  Committee  have  the  honour  to  report  that  they  sat  on  several  occasions,  heard 
a  great  many  witnesses  and  carefully  studied  the  question  of  giving  satisfaction  to  the 
public  with  reference  to  the  ferry  between  the  city  of  Quebec  and  the  town  of  Levis. 

The  ferry,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Quebec  and  Levis  Ferry  Company,  a  duly  incor- 
porated company,  whose  President  is  Mr.  Edwin  Jones  of  the  city  of  Quebec  and  whose 
manager  is  Mr.  James  Patton,  also  of  the  city  of  Quebec. 

Under  an  act  of  Parliament,  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Quebec  has  the  right  to 
dispose  of  the  monopoly  of  the  ferry  between  the  city  of  Quebec  and  the  town  of  Levis 
and  to  give  a  contract  to  that  effect  which  it  sells  to  the  highest  and  last  bidder. 

In  consequence  of  the  above,  there  exists  between  the  corpoi'ation  of  Quebec  and 
the  Quebec  and  Levis  Ferry  Company,  a  contract  dated  the  2nd  June  1883,  passed  at 
Quebec  before  Mtre.  Tourangeau,  notary,  in  virtue  of  which  the  corporation  of  the  city 
of  Quebec  conferred  the  ferry  monopoly  to  the  present  company,  which  lias  to  pay  for 
the  same  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  one  half  of  which  is  afterwards 
paid  by  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Quebec  to  that  of  the  town  of  Levis. 

Xfnder  this  contract,  the  company  is  obliged  to  transport  passengers  between  Quebec 
and  Levis  only  in  a  very  limited  manner  and  not  at  all  in  a  way  to  provide  a  regular  and 
satisfactory  ferry  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  travelling  public  and  of  trade.  This 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  heavy  amount  paid  by  the  company  to  the  city  of  Quebec  for 
the  said  monopoly. 

The  company  provides  for  the  use  of  the  public  two  ferry  boats  :  the  Polaris  and 
Pilot  in  Winter  and  the  North  and  South  in  Summer.  It  has  also  a  third  boat  for  Winter, 
the  Qtieen  which  is  exclusively  used  for  carrying  freight  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Company  under  contract  l>etween  the  ferry  and  the  railway  company. 

The  feny  company  pays  large  dividends  to  its  shareholders. 

Only  one  of  its  boats,  the  Polaris,  is  sufficiently  strong  and  well  built  for  difficult 
crossings  in  Winter.     The  other  boat  the  *Pilot  is  not  suited  for  that  service. 

In  summer,  the  ferry  gives  satisfaction  as  regards  the  travelling  public  but  not  to 
the  trade.  In  this  latter  respect  the  company  does  not  give  satisfaction  either  in  Winter 
or  in  Summer.  It  has  no  freight  sheds  or  freight  agent  and  tht^  merchants  of  the  city  of 
Quebec  who  were  examined  by  the  committee  have  stated  that  trade  suffl^.r*,.!  greatly 
tliereby. 
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During  tlie  winter  season,  the  ferrying  is  done  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner. 

The  contract  with  the  corporation  of  Quebec  obliges  the  company  t-j  i  un  its  boats 
only  under  exceedingly  favorable  conditions  and  not  at  all  in  a  manner  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  public  service.  It  has  been  established  before  your  committee  that 
numerous  complaints  are  m^ide  by  the  public  that  the  boat^  oi Jy  do  the  local  ferrying 
between  Quebec  and  Levis  and  that  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  hours  at  which  the 
Intercolonial  Railway  trains  arrive. 

Tlie  result  is,  especially  in  Winter,  that  passengers  who  come  by  the  Intercolonial 
and  by  the  Quebec  Central  are  greatly  delayed  and  are  frequently  obliged  to  pass  the 
night  at  Levis,  even  when  the  weather  is  very  fine  and  the  river  free  from  ice. 

In  consequence  of  this,  it  has  been  established  before  your  committee  that  passen 
gers  for  Quebec  very  frequently  get  there  later  than  those  who,  are  going  to  Montreal, 
reach  the  latter  city. 

* 
Under  these  circumstances,  the  city  of  Quel)ec  is  deprived  of  the  presence  of  many 
persons  who  would  otherwise  go  there  and  who,  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  a 
regular  ferry,  take  the  Grand  Trunk  at  once  for  Montreal  without  going  to  Quebec 
Those  who,  under  the  circumstances,  wish  to  reach  Quebec  the  same*  night  and  who  have 
pressing  business  there  are  obliged  to  incur  considerable  expense  in  crossing  in  canoes  at 
rates  varying  from  $>2  to  $5  per  head.  This  causes  considerable  damages  to  the  city  of 
Quebec  and  the  travelling  public. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  such  a  state  of  things  is  intolerable  and  would 
not  be  suffered  to  continue  in  any  other  place  by  an  intelligent  population  desirous  of 
progressing  and  prospering. 

Tlie  Quebec  Board  of  Trade  shares  this  opinion  if  one  may  judge  by  a  resolution 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  on  the  12th  March  instant  and  which  was  filed  before 
your  committee  by  Ferdinand  If  enry  Andrews,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

This  resolution  reads  as  follows  : 

Moved  by  Dr  Ed.  Morin,  seconded  by  Georges  Lefebvi-e  : 

*'  Whereas  members  of  this  Board  have,  on  several  occasions,  complained  at  its 
meetings,  tliat  tlie  Quebec  and  Levis  Ferry  Company  does  not  give  satisfaction  to  the 
travelling  public  and  to  the  trade  ; 

Whereas  it  has  no  waiting-room  for  passengei*s  or  shed  for  freight ; 

Whereas  this  Board  has  never  succeeded  in  obtaining  any  result,  notwithstanding  its 
willingness  to  settle  the  question ; 

This  Board  is  pleased  to  see  that  this  important  subject  occupies  the  attention  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  and  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  hopes  that  the  select  com- 
mittee appoint^  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  inquire  into  the  question  and  to  provide 
a  remedy,  will  succeed  in  obtaining  the  necessary  concession  from  the  company,  so  that 
the  public  will  have  no  occasion  to  complain  as  at  present."

Nor  has  the  company  a  waiting  room  for  the  passengers,  sufficiently  comfortable, 
open  at  all  times,  and  it  follows  that  the  poorer  class  of  passengers,  above  all  the  women 
and  children  whose  means  do  not  allow  of  their  seeking  shelter  in  the  hotels  are  thus 
obliged  to  shiver  from  exposure  on  the  wharf,  whilst  they  await  the  irregular  arrival  of 
the  boats.  This  fact  and  the  others  mentioned  in  this  report  have  been  established  by 
intelligent  and  disinterested  witnesses. 

Your  Committee  nevertheless  deem  it  their  duty  to  declare  that  the  company  has 
almost  fulfilled  the  conditions  under  which  it  is  bound  by  its  contract  with  the  city  of 
Quebec.  What  is  really  at  fault,  is  the  defective  nature  of  this  contract  and  the  small 
satisfaction  which  its  conditions  give  to  the  public. 

Your  Ck)mmittee  also  deem  it  right  to  say  that,  in  some  circumstances,  the  company 
has  done  more  than  the  contract  obliged  them  to  do,  and  yet  this  is  not  much.  The 
company  has  in  its  employ  men  really  desirous  of  satisfying  the  public,  and  it  is  right  to 
mention  here,  especially,  the  name  of  Mr.  Rouleau,  captain  of  the  "  Polaris,"  to  whose 
discretion  the  company  leaves  a  great  deal,  and  who  does  all  in  his  power  to  lessen  the 
evils  of  which  the  public  complains. 

As  to  the  company,  we  really  do  not  think  that  there  is  actually  any  bad  intention 
on  its  part,  or  at  any  rate  if  there  be  any,  it  has  been  tempered  by  the  complaints  on  the 
subject  which  have  come  from  the  public  and  the  Press  of  Quel^ec.  Also,  since  the  Bill, 
which  is  at  present  before  the  Committee,  has  been  laid  before  the  House,  and  since  the 
Press  has  denounced  the  abuses  which  existed,  it  is  proved  by  the  witnesses  exa*nined 
by  your  Committee  that  the  company  has  made  efforts  to  remedy  the  existing  evils  to 
the  extent  so  the  witnesses  have  told  us,  of  25  per  cent.  There  are  still,  in  consequence, 
much  more  improvements  to  be  effected. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  passing  of  the  Bill  which  is  under  their 
consideration  would  be  an  infringement  of  the  contract  existing  between  the  city  of  Que- 
bec and  the  Company.  The  latter  could  not,  in  truth,  much  complain  of  any  infringement 
of  its  contracts  because  it  has  itself  found  means  to  avoid  one  of  the  obligations  of  the 
contract,  thus,  as  appears  from  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Patton,  the  manager  of  this  company, 
it  had  not  the  right,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  it«?  contract,  to  prevent  the  forma- 
tion of  an  ice  bridge  before  the  city  of  Quebec.  Nevertheless,  the  company  has  taken 
upon  itself  to  give  an  example  of  a  violation  of  this  clause  of  its  contract,  by  procuring 
the  passing  of  an  act  by  the  Federal  Parliament  to  allow  the  company  to  break  up  the 
ice  and  to  prevent  its  forming. 

Before  the  passing  of  this  act,  tlie  corporation  of  the  city  of  Quebec  was  obliged  in 
order  to  secure  the  enforcing  of  the  contnict  to  have  policemen  very  frequently  on  board 
the  boats.  The  company  has  been  freed  from  this  supervision,  and  from  this  condition 
of  its  contract  when  it  procured  the  passing  of  the  aforementioned  act  of  the  Federal 
Parliament. 
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Nevertheless,  your  committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  follow  the  example 
given  by  the  company,  just  at  present,  seeing  that  the  company  declare  that  it  is  ready 
to  do  all  that  lies  in  its  power  to  give  more  ample  satisfaction  to  the  public  ;  and  aho 
for  other  reasons  mentioned  further  on. 

The  greatest  cause  of  the  existing  evil  results  from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  regular 
crossing  for  passengers  arriving  by  the  Intercolonial  and  Quebec  ©entral  Railway,  and 
leaving  by  tlie  same  roads. 

The  company  has  a  contract  to  transport  passengera  from  the  Grand  Trunk  which 
it  carries  out  more  or  less  regularly,  but  it  has  no  contract  whatsoever  with  either  the 
Intercolonial  or  Grand  Trunk  Railways.  It  therefore  pays  little  or  no  attention  to  the 
crossing  of  passengers  arriving  by  these  two  lines  of  Railway. 

Your  Committee  have  ascertained  that  an  extraordinary  state  of  affairs  exists,  to 
which  they  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public.  The  ferry  company  which  is  not 
bound  by  its  contract  to  convey  travellers  by  the  Intercolonial  and  Quebec  Central,  does 
so  however  regularly  during  the  summer  season  and  at  various  times  during  the  winter 
season  ;  it  is  not,  however,  obliged  to  do  so.  It  has  even  offered  the  authorities  and  the 
managers  of  these  railways  to  ferry  their  passengers  regularly,  on  exceedingly  easy 
terms.  These  offers  were  rejected  for  paltry  reasons  of  economy,  which  are  a  i-eal  in- 
justice to  the  City  of  Quebec  and  to  one  half  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

According  to  the  evidence  before  your  Committee,  the  Intercolonial  Railway  authorities 
rejected  the  offers  made  by  the  Company  for  ferrying  their  passengers  on  the  futile 
pretext  that  the  number  of  passengers  and  the  profits  from  the  traffic  would  not  wari*ant 
such  an  expenditure.  Yet  the  law  of  the  country  states  that  the  Intercolonial  Railway 
is  to  be  built  from  the  City  of  Quebec  to  the  Maritime  Provinces,  which  does  not  prevent 
the  authorities  of  this  road  from  running  only  to  Point  Levis  and  refusing  to  incur  the 
slight  expenditure  necessary  to  convey  their  passengers  to  Quebec.  This  state  of  affisdrs 
is  lamentable  and  your  Committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  this  state  of  things  in  the  most  energetic  manner. 

In  view  of  the  above,  your  Committee  therefore  conclude  that  it  is  preferable  to 
defer  the  passing  of  the  Bill  submitted  to  them  to  a  future  session  of  this  Legislature  ; 
and  they  content  themselves,  for  the  present,  with  declaring  that  the  public  suffers  con- 
siderably from  the  present  state  of  things,  that  the  fault  lies  less  with  the  ferry  company 
than  with  the  existing  contract  with  the  city  of  Qnebec,  and  the  refusal  of  the  Inter- 
colonial authorities  to  provide  in  an  efficient  manner  for  the  conveyance  of  their  passen- 
gers to  Quebec.    • 

Your  Committee  hope  that,  before  long,  the  interested  parties  will  understand  that 
the  evil  of  which  the  public  complains,  can  be  lemedied  by  other  means  tiian  by  the 
passing  of  the  present  Bill. 

They  therefore  suggest  that  the  Intercolonial  Railway  authorities  do  their  share 
and  expend  the  amount  necessary  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  public,  that  the  ferry 
Company  do  its  share  by  complying  with  the  legitimate  requests  which  may  be  made  them, 
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and  they  hope  that  a  contract  similar  to  that  of  ishe  2nd  of  June.  1883,  between  the 
City  of  Quebec  and  the  Company,  if  it  be  renewed,  shall  be  so  renewed  as  to  secure  better 
service  both  for  the  public  and  for  the  trade. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  state  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Ferry  Company 
and  its  Managers  willingly  submitted  to  the  inquiry  made  by  the  Committee,  and  that 
t  ley  are  reasonably  disposed  to  do  their  share  towards  remedying  a  great  evil  the 
existence  of  which  the^^admit.
